Clinton AIDS 
Conference Doesn’t 
Mollify Activists

A bout 200 East Coast ac¬ 
tivists stood outside the 
Wednesday, December 6 
White House Conference 
on HIV and AIDS, chanting, “We 
will not rest in peace, AIDS action 
now” and “Don’t send us to our 
grave, veto cuts in Medicaid” as 
participants arrived. 

A flier prepared by the demon¬ 
strators questioned the meeting’s 
relevance. “While the current ad¬ 
ministration claims that Bill Clin¬ 
ton has done more than any Presi¬ 
dent regarding AIDS, the truth is 
that his efforts fall far short of 
what is needed,” it stated. “Virtu¬ 
ally all of his campaign promises, 
including that of implementing 
the recommendations of the two 
Presidential Commissions on 
AIDS, remain unfulfilled.” 

The flier also contained an ex¬ 
plicit list of “50 actions President 


Clinton can take to fight AIDS.” 
They focused on healthcare deliv¬ 
ery, housing, research, immigra¬ 
tion, education and prevention, 
and perhaps most importantly, the 
issue of leadership: of using the 
“bully pulpit” of the White House 
to make AIDS a priority for the 
nation. 

Meanwhile, inside the ornate 
Old Executive Office building and 
two other locations in the White 
House complex, insulated from 
the near-freezing temperatures 
and blustery wind, participants 


were assigned to a series of nine 
“working groups.” 

During the lunch break, sever¬ 
al inside participants joined pro¬ 
testers in Lafayette Park. One was 
Bill Freeman, executive director 
of the National Association of 
People With AIDS (NAPWA). He 
described the morning session he 
attended as “talking heads,” and 
the conference itself as “a report 
card for what Bill Clinton has 
done on AIDS over the first three 
years.”

'Homosexuality in School' in the House: 

Candace Asks To Testify, 
Lou Sheldon Gets Bitchy

H ouse Speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich’s lesbian half-sister 
said Friday, December 1 
she is concerned that gay 
witnesses were not invited to this 
weekend’s House proceedings on 
homosexuality in education. Can¬ 
dace Gingrich said homosexuals 
should be represented at the hear¬ 
ings on December 5 and 6, and of¬ 
fered to testify herself. 

“I understand that these hear¬ 
ings will explore how schools 
around the country are handling 
some very important and sensitive 
issues, including local community 
efforts designed to protect young 
people from hate violence, dis¬ 
crimination, AIDS, and suicide,” 
she wrote in a letter dated Friday 
to Republican Representative 
Peter Hoekstra of Michigan. 

Hoekstra is the chairman of the 
subcommittee holding the hear¬ 
ings. 

“It is my understanding that no 
lesbian or gay person is scheduled 
to appear, even though the diffi¬ 
cult issues up for discussion have 
a profound impact on the health 
and safety of America’s lesbian 
and gay young people and our 
families,” she wrote. “Mr. Chair¬ 
man, this omission concerns me a 
great deal.” 

Gingrich said that while travel¬ 
ing across the country over the past 
six months, she has met with thou¬ 
sands of young people who have 
stories to tell about homosexuality. 



“I know first-hand about the 
hate, violence, and discrimination 
that gay people often face in 
school,” she said. “Some are les¬ 
bian or gay, while others are mere¬ 
ly perceived to be gay by their 
peers. All have stories to tell that 
should not be left out of any sincere 
debate on values in our schools.” 

Hoekstra’s subcommittee has 
not released a full list of witnesses 
who will testify at the hearings, al¬ 
though former education secretary 
and social conservative author 
William Bennett is scheduled to 
testify on the first day. 

The hearings have come under 
fire from the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, the nation’s largest lesbian 
and gay political organization. 

HRC claims the hearings were 
initiated by Reverend Lou Shel¬ 
don, the head of the Traditional 
Values Coalition, whom it de-

Gay £r Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation 

R espect yourself, protect 
yourself’ is the theme of 
a new series of broadcast 
public service announce¬ 
ments (PSAs) released Thursday, 
November 30 by the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC). 

The new radio and television 
campaign specifically targets 
young adults, in an effort to curb 
HIV infection among 18- to 25- 
year olds. According to Depart¬ 
ment of Health & Human Services 
spokesperson Helene Gayle, “The 
PSAs were developed with exten¬ 
sive input from a diverse group of 
young adults representing a vari¬ 
ety of national and community- 
based organizations. 

“Rather than lecturing, the ads 
feature eight credible young 
adults talking to their peers about 
safer sexual choices in the age of 
HIV and AIDS.” 

Several of the new spots fea¬ 
ture young, racially diverse gay 
men. While the dialogue is sicken- 
ingly subtle in regard to sexual 
identity (the spot does not use the 
words “gay” or even “homosexu¬ 
al”), the message carries no pre¬ 
tense of heterosexuality. In a 30- 
second spot titled “Men - Talk 
About It,” a young couple ex¬ 
change such banter as: “We love 
to talk about sex,” “There’s no 
reason to be scared,” and “If you 
don’t practice safe sex, and I do, 
then we’re not made for each 
other, honey.” 

Astonishingly, the PSAs are the 
first gay-specific TV spots ever 
produced by the CDC. Even more 
remarkably, the nation’s major TV 
networks have been hesitant to 
commit to airing these particular 
messages. According to the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, at 
least one network - CBS - has re¬ 
fused outright to air the “gay spot.” 



"Respect yourself, protect your¬ 
self" spokesman Dwayne pro¬ 
claims: "I'm HIV negative, and I 
intend to stay that way." 


According to the CDC, “the 
major commercial networks have 
supported CDC HIV prevention 
PSAs since 1987. The HIV pre¬ 
vention PSAs released in 1994 
have received over $30 million in 
air time.” The new and much- 
more controversial PSAs have al¬ 
ready been distributed to the net¬ 
works, and will be made available 
to local affiliates in January, 
1996. 

While far from direct or open¬ 
ly-affirming, the gay-focused 
spots are a breakthrough neverthe¬ 
less. Every responsible broadcast¬ 
er should be rushing at the oppor¬ 
tunity to air these long-overdue 
messages. How many thousands 
more dead gay kids must it take to 
purchase 30 seconds of prime 
time? Fortunately, most local 
broadcasters have expressed much 
less reluctance than CBS, and 
some stations - including BAY- 
TV - have specifically committed 
to airing the young gay men’s

AHP Zap Flap Settled?

Supervisor Susan Leal has 
made public a Monday, December 
4 letter to AIDS Health Project Di¬ 
rector James Dilley, MD, in which 
she said she couldn’t attend the 
group’s November 27 gala 
fundraiser because of a scheduling 
conflict. 

Leal, who had been listed as a 
sponsor of the AHP gala, attended 
the 17th annual memorial 
Milk/Moscone candlelight march 
instead that night. 

Although Leal wrote that AHP 
“is an important service provider 
in our community of HIV/AIDS 
organizations, and fundraising 
events such as the gala are crucial 
to AHP’s fiscal visibility,” she 
added the scheduling conflict “has 
raised issues which may have dis¬ 
tracted both from the march and 


the fundraising efforts of AHP.” 

The AHP black tie gala was the 
subject of a demonstration by a 
handful of AIDS activists from 
ACT UP/San Francisco, who 
picketed the event for honoring SF 
AIDS Foundation Director Pat 
Christen and for holding the event 
the same night as the Milk/ 
Moscone March. 

The activists chanted, blew 
whistles, carried placards calling 
Christen a “fat cat,” and set off a 
stink bomb by the revolving doors 
of the entrance to the Hyatt Re¬ 
gency, where the fundraiser was 
held. 

The group was criticized last 
week by Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano, who challenged their state¬ 
ment that he would draft such a 
letter to AHP as a “total bullshit 
lie.” 

Ammiano told the Bay Area Re¬ 


porter this week that the incident 
was a miscommunication and has 
been amicably straightened out. 

Ammiano also gave a speech at 
the annual memorial march that 
honors the lives and contributions 
of slain Supervisor Harvey Milk 
and Mayor George Moscone, who 
were assassinated execution-style 
by former Supervisor Dan White. 
It attracted around 300 partici¬ 
pants this year. 

The AIDS Health Project 
fundraiser drew an estimated 600 
people for a sold-out evening of 
cabaret entertainment and a 
speech by Christen. 

The annual event raised an es¬ 
timated $50,000 for clients with 
AIDS and at risk for AIDS, who 
receive a wide array of prevention, 
counseling, antibody testing, and 
other AIDS-related services from 
AHP. ▼

SF Effort To Halt 
Bosnia Intervention 
Provokes Insults

A small but vocal group of gay 
and straight San Franciscans who 
oppose any intervention into the 
Bosnian war has been unsuccess¬ 
ful in getting the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors to back their 
efforts. 

Tyler Kent, part of an eight- 
person contingent of “anti-war” 
protesters calling itself the Com¬ 
mittee Against Intervention in the 
Balkans, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the group got nowhere in 
an attempt to persuade supervisors 
to introduce a measure. 

Kent said that he and other 
members of his group spoke with 
aides to every supervisor, all of 
whom declined to support such a 
measure since they support Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s decision. 

He directed his harshest criti¬ 
cism at Supervisor Tom Ammi¬ 
ano, whom he termed a “squishy 
liberal.” Ammiano, in turn, told 
the Bay Area Reporter he is con¬ 
vinced CAIB’s real reasons for 
pushing the issue have to do with 
political issues a lot closer than 


the Balkans. 

He said that from what other 
aides have told them, one of 
CAIB’s members, gay right-wing 
writer Justin Raimondo, said he 
intended to expose the progres¬ 
sives on the board as “hypocrites” 
for supporting intervention by 
U.S. troops. 

“I personally abhor his politics, 
and I think this is a setup,” Ammi¬ 
ano told the B.A.R. 

Kent confirmed that Raimondo 
is involved, but insisted CAIB is a 
single-issue group. 

An agreement between warring 
Bosnian factions is set to be 
signed Tuesday, December 14 in 
Paris, and enforced by NATO and 
American soldiers. CAIB main¬ 
tains such a move would be an act 
of aggression in the Balkans. 

Ammiano echoed many elect¬ 
ed officials around the country, in¬ 
cluding U.S. Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein and U.S. Representative 
Nancy Pelosi, when he said the 
contingent of 20,000 U.S. troops 
was part of a peacekeeping mis¬ 
sion, and not an invasion. CAIB 
disrupted Pelosi’s appearance at a 


town hall meeting at Roosevelt 
Middle School last week, because 
she voted down a measure that 
would have stopped funding for 
troop movements into the Balka¬ 
ns. 

But, Ammiano admitted, “I’m 
really ambivalent about it, I really 
am. It’s like [U.S. Representative] 
Pat Schroeder said, ‘Are we going 
to be the 911 of the world?’ 

“I’m not a very pro-military 
person in general. But some of the 
people who are against it, are also 
for a $7 billion increase in the mil¬ 
itary.” 

In particular, notoriously anti¬ 
gay presidential candidate Pat 
Buchanan came out against 
Balkan intervention. Kent said 
that while he perceives 
Buchanan’s politics as “just right 
of Ghenghis Khan,” the group 
“welcome[s] Pat Buchanan and 
anyone else who is against the 
war. His views are irrelevant on 
any other issue. 

“If we can get the Christian 
fundamentalists on our si^ie, then 
maybe we can get them to stop 
seeing us as enemies.” ▼

'Silencing 
Tactics' by 
Migden Aide?

A gay San Francisco man has 
accused Supervisor Carole 
Migden’s office of trying to si¬ 
lence him, after an office aide al¬ 
legedly blew a loud whistle at him 
over the phone and reported him 
to police for harassment. 

After reading an article in the 
Bay Area Reporter about Supervi¬ 
sor Carol Migden’s support for 
mayoral candidate Willie Brown, 
Dan Collins called the supervi¬ 
sor’s office last week to ask why 
she had not supported her fellow 
lesbian mayoral candidate, Rober¬ 
ta Achtenberg. Collins, a 15-year 
San Francisco HIV-positive resi¬ 
dent, said the aide hung up - and 
when he called again, “someone 
blew a whistle in my ear!” 

Soon, he told the B.A.R ., he 
started getting calls from the po¬ 
lice, who were investigating him 
for possible harassment of the su¬ 
pervisor. “I think it’s a waste of 
city funds to investigate claims of 
harassment when there is no 
case,” Collins argued. 

“I made no threats to her of¬ 
fice. I just stated the fact that I 
was upset that I had been treated 
so rudely by a public official. 

“I won’t be silenced,” Collins 
said, describing the aide’s actions 
as silencing tactics. 

“I have HIV which is handi¬ 
capping, ... I have the right to ob¬ 
ject - and I expect respect. I’ve 
been stressed out and I don’t ex¬ 
pect to get a call from a police of¬ 
ficer because I object to the way 
politicians are doing their jobs.” 

Police Inspector Robert Hud- 
ley told the B.A.R., “There’s real¬ 
ly no case.” 

Migden refused to comment 
on the matter. ▼

The mysterious disappearance 
of 39-year-old gay poet Karl Tier¬ 
ney continues to baffle friends and 
his elderly parents, according to 
local filmmaker David Lamble. 

Tierney was last spotted in the 
middle of October at a Muni 
Metro station and has not been 
seen since, Lamble told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“There was a note left, which 
mentioned suicide,” Lamble said. 
“He was extremely depressed, but 
all we know for sure is that he left 
his apartment at 13th and Folsom. 
He had just gotten a cat. He left 
everything in the apartment: cred¬ 
it cards, checks, and a round-trip 
ticket to New York.” 

Tierney was a well-educated 
writer who received a Master’s of 
Fine Arts in creative writing at the 
University of Arkansas, Lamble 
said, and was a onetime fellow at 
Yaddo, the prestigious writer’s 
colony. 

As the author of three forth¬ 
coming books of poetry, Tierney 
was close to reaching critical suc¬ 
cess as a poet, after publication in 
an estimated 20 literary magazines 
and venues and the publication of 
a small chapbook of poems. Much 
of Tierney’s writing was about life 
in the South of Market area, where 
he had lived for more than a 
decade, Lamble said. 

The poet also collaborated with 
Lamble in the production of the 
acclaimed video Bodybuilders. 

Tierney had been depressed for

some time over his health, which 
was beginning to decline due to 
HIV infection, Lamble said. 

“Karl believed he had been 
positive since 1983, before there 
was an HIV test. He was a 
longterm survivor, but his T-cell 
count had declined precipitously 
and he was down to fewer than 50 
T-cells,” Lamble told the B.A.R. 

Tierney was attempting to 
enter a protease inhibitor study at 
the University of California San 
Francisco, but it was unclear 
whether he had actually been ad¬ 
mitted to the study. 

Friends and relatives have been 
in touch with police, but say there 
are no leads to Tierney’s disap¬ 
pearance. ▼

The work of Supervisor Carole 
Migden’s Cryptosporidium Task 
Force has finished on schedule 
and accomplished its main goals, 
Migden announced on Monday, 
December 4 - but AIDS activist 
critics of the group instead charge 
it has flushed away an opportunity 
to make a difference. 

According to Rob Sabados of 
ACT UP/Golden Gate, Migden’s 
task force failed to “to adopt any 
clear recommendation regarding 
Cryptosporidium in San Francis¬ 
co’s drinking water.” Sabados ve¬ 
hemently denounced Migden as “a 
disgrace to the community” and 
said the AIDS activist group will 
begin to distribute a California 
Department of Health Services 
fact sheet recommending that peo¬ 
ple with AIDS or otherwise com¬ 
promised immune systems “al¬ 
ways boil their drinking water” to 
kill the deadly parasite. 

Sabados told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter ACT UP/Golden Gate was 
“very disappointed” that Migden 
would “exploit people with AIDS 
in this way. 

“She panders to the gay vote 
and to people with HIV and AIDS 
but doesn’t do anything for them,” 
he said. 

The group charged that 
Migden had issued a set of 20 stat¬ 
ed goals for the task force, but ar¬ 
bitrarily disbanded the group once 
it served its publicity purposes and 
merely approved an information 
flier about the parasite developed 
by Health Department San Fran¬ 



cisco AIDS Office director Mitch 
Katz, MD. 

“Apparently, Migden thought 
this would be an easy issue on 
which to win press points, but 
when it turns out that the city 
needs to take real action and spend 
money to improve water quality, 
Migden wants to declare victory 
and duck for cover,” said ACT 
Golden Gate member Michael 
Laro. “I hope she doesn’t have the 
audacity to claim this as any kind 
of victory. People with AIDS 
should not be fooled: Migden de¬ 
serted us on this issue.” 

The censure of Migden is par¬ 
ticularly stinging, given that it 
comes from a chapter of the AIDS 
activist group noted more for its 
effective treatment and science ad¬ 
vocacy than political rhetoric. 

‘Keep moving’ 

Migden defended the Task 
Force’s work and approval of the 
flier that, she said, spells out ways 
to avoid becoming infected by the 
parasite through either sexual con¬ 
tact or drinking water. 

“We will keep moving on and 
doing what we can. We really had 
a creative group of people who 
stepped forward with recommen¬ 
dations and long-term plans,” she 
told the B.A.R. 

Migden said that recommenda¬ 
tions that people with AIDS or 
other immunocompromising ill¬ 
nesses always boil drinking water 
“were unrealistic” because of con¬ 
cerns about people with dementia 
and other illness. 

Migden also said various mem¬ 
bers of the task force would work 
with companies that manufacture 
bottled water and filters, asking 
them to donate them for use by 
people at risk, particularly in 
AIDS hospices, SFGH AIDS 
wards, and other places with large 
numbers of people living with 
suppressed immune systems. 

Activists had recommended 
bottled water and filters be imme¬ 
diately made available in public 
health institutions as a public 
health measure. 

The flier approved by 


Migden’s task force includes rec¬ 
ommendations that to avoid infec¬ 
tion with Cryptosporidium, people 
shower after anal intercourse, use 
protection during oral-anal con¬ 
tact, boil tap water or use a water 
filter, avoid soil contact, and avoid 
swallowing lake, river, swimming 
pool, or bathing water. 

According to an October 1995 
report issued by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, San Francisco Water De¬ 
partment test results show that the 
city’s drinking water “routinely 
contains levels of Cryptosporidium 
that have been associated with 
outbreaks of Cryptosporidium dis¬ 
ease in other parts of the country.” 

The report states that the SF 
Water Department-treated water 
has contained levels as high as 7.7 
Cryptosporidium occysts - the 
hard-shelled mature stage of the 
parasite - per 100 liters of water. 

In the 1993 Milwaukee Cryp¬ 
tosporidium outbreaks that sick¬ 
ened more than 400,000 people, 
occysts levels in water ranged 
from 6.7 to 13.2 occysts per 100 
liters. 

“ACT UP/Golden Gate contin¬ 
ues to demand that the city issue 
an official advisory that people 
with AIDS should always boil 
their water,” Sabados said in a 
press statement. ‘The group calls 
on the city of San Francisco to 
make its drinking water safe by 
upgrading the city’s water purifi¬ 
cation system to eliminate Cryp¬ 
tosporidium.” 

The single-celled parasite can 
occur in surface water, such as 
reservoirs that supply water to San 
Francisco, or when the water be¬ 
comes contaminated with human 
or animal feces. 

According to Sabados, San 
Francisco is the only city in Cali¬ 
fornia not required to filter surface 
water before it is delivered to cus¬ 
tomers. According to the U.S. 
Center For Disease Control, peo¬ 
ple with less than 180 CD4 
cells/mm are vulnerable to con¬ 
tracting incurable Cryptosporidi¬ 
um disease, which causes relent¬ 
less and debilitating diarrhea and 
other symptoms. ▼ 


Senate Approves 
Drinking Water Overhaul

In a rare display of bipartisan¬ 
ship on environmental legislation, 
the Senate unanimously approved 
a bill to revamp the Safe Drinking 
Water Act on Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 29. 

The bill gives states greater au¬ 
thority to determine what contam¬ 
inants pose the greatest health 
risks in individual communities 
and apply their resources to the 
largest threats. Its provisions 
would also: 

• Replace a requirement that 
the EPA add standards for 25 ad¬ 
ditional contaminants every three 
years with language to allow the 
addition of five contaminants 
every five years. 

• Require the EPA, which now 
has standards for approximately 
80 contaminants, to conduct a 
cost-benefit analysis for each new 
drinking water standard it promul¬ 
gates. 

• Allow parties to contest EPA 
rulings in court. 

• Give operators of water sys¬ 
tems three years to comply with 
new water standards, twice as 
long as the current 18 months. 

Democratic Senator Jim Exon 


of Nebraska, a key player in craft¬ 
ing the bill, said it “strikes a bal¬ 
ance by recognizing the need to 
protect our drinking water, but 
also allowing states’ flexibility in 
determining how best to protect 
this valuable resource.” 

The measure, approved 99-0, 
now moves to the House, which 
also has had its share of disputes 
over bills to alter or restrict the 
Environmental Protection 

Agency’s regulatory authority. 

Republicans in both houses of 
Congress say they are trying to 
free business from excessive and 
expensive regulation that drains 
business of precious resources, 
impedes competition, and hurts 
the economy and jobs. 

Many citizen and environmen¬ 
tal groups have charged the GOP 
is trying to dismantle 20 years of 
work to establish environmental 
and public safety protection. 

Exon said the new measure 
“combines flexibility with a good 
dose of common sense.” 

Using an argument usually used 
by Republicans to defend their pro¬ 
posals, he said, “As we all know, 
unnecessary and heavy-handed 
mandates have cost our nation’s 
small communities dearly.” T

Virtually 

Ourselves

W hat are our community’s true interests? 

We share aspects of identity, but we’re 
all different - each relating differently 
to what we see as the rest of the world. 
That’s our perennial quandary. 

In current books, Andrew Sullivan ( Virtually Nor¬ 
mal) and Urvashi Vaid ( Virtual Equality ) spin this 
quandary in virtually opposite directions. The differ¬ 
ence is emphasis - Sullivan’s on formal individual 
rights, Vaid’s on social justice and acceptance - im¬ 
plying differing attitudes toward the “mainstream.” 

Vaid sees a* narrow mainstream, ironically echo¬ 
ing conservative Bruce Bawer (A Place at the Table) 
- though Vaid shuns what Bawer yearns to join. Sul¬ 
livan sidesteps this, insisting on keeping “identity” 
beyond the reach of politics - a view easily (and 
wrongly) conflated with “assimilationist” conser¬ 
vatism. 

Many unstated assumptions lie hidden behind 
questions of assimilation. Assimilation to what? 
Some of my own assumptions: 

• In the mainstream, diversity is normal. So’s 
alienation. Coping and striving - alone and unique: 
that’s the real staging-ground for all bonds. 

• Respect is between individuals, and must be 
earned. Ask any fairy (as Lester Ycrting could have 
said): “We earn our wings every day.” 

• No political (even “revolutionary”) bill of goods 
- no product - transcends this. Heard otherwise? It’s 
hype. Inevitably, after the hype comes the grunt: 
“Where’s the pork?” 

• Under such circumstances, a cold, blind, formal 
equality - free from regimentation - is the best any 
system can deliver. We should demand this - rather 
than trafficking in “sacred cows” and speech codes, 
which can easily backfire. 

• We deserve still better, but “better” lies else¬ 
where - to find in ourselves, and to create in our 
everyday lives. 

Others may diverge from such individualistic as¬ 
sumptions - focusing more, for instance, on social 
justice. We differ on perceptions and priorities, on 
balances and blind spots. 

So...do we have any common interests? 

Our interests as a community are specifically gay 
and lesbian concerns. (Add “bisexual” and “transgen¬ 
der” if desired.) 

From marriage, child custody, and domestic part¬ 
ners, to fighting anti-gay initiatives and homophobic 
media, to being “out” everywhere - there are com¬ 
mon questions of equality, of fending off threats, of 
life and death. 

Things get tricky, however, when questions in¬ 
volve an “analysis of power relations” that we may 
not all share. 

Such analyses are often accompanied by a ca¬ 
cophony of calls for alliances, backed by the incanta¬ 
tion of slogans - often threatening to drown identity 
in a sea of “isms.” 

Those defending such positions argue that rights 
don’t exist in a vacuum, or outside history - that per¬ 
sonal freedom must be balanced by compassion - and 
that our allies are those with whom we share a com¬ 
mon enemy. 

Careful! There are as many “takes” on history as 
there are people living in it. Each of us has a unique 
place in the world - a unique approach to identity, to 
personal responsibility and self-respect - hence,' a 
different definition of compassion. We abandon neu¬ 
trality at our peril. 

This also applies to alliances and coalitions. 

We should eschew bigotry and hatred - but resist 
demands for conformity or self-denial. We should de¬ 
mand decency of prospective allies, as we demand it 
of ourselves. 

Lou Sheldon is an oppressor - and so’s Reverend 
Lumpkin. And sayinlister trumpeted the “n-word,” 
our community would condemn him - unanimously 
and loudly. We should expect real allies to recognize 
our principles, and to reciprocate fully and in kind. 

Like compassion, coalition and mutual support 
are a two-way street - full of surprises - based on mu¬ 
tual recognition. 

We should avoid rigid definitions - especially 
those involving “privilege” and “naming oppressions.” 

Such arbitrary “naming” can become a way to ob¬ 
jectify, depersonalize, and dehumanize - contributing 
to the very divisions our enemies thrive on. 

For instance, in Queer Nation, the nadir was 
reached when gay men were denounced as a group 
for “‘My-People-Are-Dying’ Privilege.” 

In reality, the supposedly “privileged” usually get 
mere crumbs - like that condescending banner that 
adorns the UCSF AIDS Health Project building in the 
Castro - ‘The dream is now a reality” - which should 
read, ‘The nightmare is now an institution.” “Privi¬ 
lege” often means little beyond being a target for 
sneers from all sides. 

We need dialogue, not name-calling - under¬ 
standing, not group-think. Reality’s more subtle ( and 
in-your-face!) than blanket “assimilation” -•or 
wholesale condemnation. 

We’re still about the freedom (and need) to love - 
whatever that implies for each of us. 

In this world, the first step toward being truly “in 
your face” is learning to look each other in the eye. ▼

Few of us are forced into making such gut- 
wrenching decisions. But if we do not take respon¬ 
sibility now, in the small cases, who is to say that 
we would make an ethical decision later, when the 
stakes may be higher?

Little faith in government 

More than a third of 1,000 African-American 
church members surveyed believe HIV was devel¬ 
oped by the U.S. in a germ warfare lab and used to 
commit genocide against their race, according to a 
report released at the latest meeting of the Ameri¬ 
can Public Health Association. Although I don’t 
share this belief, as an African-American gay man 
I’m not surprised to find that people can have so 
little faith in their government. The nation’s AIDS 
treatment, research, and education efforts have 
seemed as irresolute as other national efforts to 
solve problems that primarily affect minorities. 

ACT UP founder Larry Kramer has also used 
the word “genocide” to characterize federal AIDS 
policies. Such distrust of government among 
African-Americans, gays, and others is one reason 
why community-based AIDS organizations seek to 
ensure HIV prevention and care providers reflect 
the demographics of the populations they serve. 
An African-American client, for instance, will be 
quicker to feel comfortable with an African-Amer¬ 
ican HIV prevention counselor, much as gay 
clients will feel more comfortable with a gay coun¬ 
selor. 

Distrust of government is also a reason why 
mandatory HIV testing and name reporting poli¬ 
cies would not slow the spread of AIDS. The CDC 
has stated that mandatory testing “may adversely 
affect the patient-provider relationship.” A 1990 
study reported in Current Science showed 60% of 
those seeking HIV testing in Alameda County 
would not take the test if positive results had to be 
reported to health officials. Linking people from 
the fringes of society to healthcare services takes 
considerable skill and effort. Why drive them 
away? Voluntary, anonymous testing has been 
proven to be far more effective than coerced test¬ 
ing. Perhaps the survey of African-American 
church members mentioned above will help skep¬ 
tics to understand why.

Later in 
my life I will need to use it more so than now.

When House Speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich officially bowed out of a 
White House run recently, the 
presidential field, which had 
shrunk considerably with Colin 
Powell’s announcement that he 
would not be a candidate, nar¬ 
rowed even more.

Although Texas Senator Phil 
Gramm, former Tennessee Gov¬ 
ernor Lamar Alexander, million¬ 
aire publisher Steve Forbes, and 
right-wing commentator Patrick 
Buchanan are among those look¬ 
ing for an opening that will put 
them in a race for the August nom¬ 
ination with Dole, that window of 
opportunity, barring a calamity by 
the cautious Kansas senator, is not 
likely to materialize. Dole is 
working hard to create the impres¬ 
sion that his nomination is all but 
inevitable, and indeed, most king¬ 
makers of both major parties 
would likely agree with him. 

Dole is picking up important 
political support daily, and by the 
end of this month, he will likely 
have the endorsement of nearly all 
the nation’s 30 Republican gover¬ 
nors. Though there is, to be sure, 
considerable grumbling within the 
ranks of the party over the general 
quality of the GOP field and being 
forced to campaign for the aging 
71-year-old Dole, his nomination 
does look like a lock. 

Ross Perot’s Reform Party 
will certainly run a candidate, 
probably the charisma-challenged 
Perot himself, to the consternation 
of the Republicans and smiles 
from the Clinton White House. 
And after Powell’s declaration. 
Democrat Jesse Jackson said he 
was mulling over an independent 
bid - which produced something 
other than smiles from 1600 Penn¬ 
sylvania Avenue. However, even 
with these two considerations, 
November 1996 is beginning to 
shape up - again barring any un¬ 
foreseen disaster - as a Clinton- 
Dole slugfest (with Perot perhaps 
once again playing the “spoiler” 
role for the Republicans). 

A possible wild card in all this 
is the group of seven well-known 
political figures, including retiring 
New Jersey Senator Bill Bradley, 
and former Democratic presiden¬ 
tial candidates Paul Tsongas and 
Gary Hart, who have reportedly 
been talking about the possibility 
of backing an independent bid by 
an as yet unnamed candidate. The 
group, however, is seen as more 
likely to try to shape other 1996 
campaigns with their stands on 


various issues. 

As it stands now, Hillary and 
Bill may well have four more 
years in D.C. before a return to 
Arkansas. Unless, as suspected by 
some. Bob Dole has already talked 
Colin Powell into being his run¬ 
ning mate. Then it could easily be 
a whole new ball game, Ross-or no 
Ross.

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Sluts of yore 

The old definition of a slut, 
meaning the pre-sexual revolution 
heterosexual definition, was a 
woman who had sex without being

thing. One would think that les¬ 
bians, who have had the opportuni¬ 
ty to see through the sexism of that 
old system, would choose to act 
from a more highly developed and 
nuanced set of values instead of 
one-rule-fits-all thinking.

To my thinking, acting intelli¬ 
gently, respecting boundaries and 
relationships, and respecting indi¬ 
viduals rather than exploiting them 
are key - these things are more im¬ 
portant than whether a particular 
instance of lovemaking is tied to 
an ongoing relationship or not. I’ve 
known and encountered a number 
of women in my life with whom 
I’ve shared a great deal of appreci¬ 
ation, affection and respect. It’s 
made a great deal of sense to me 
that these are the women I should 
be having sex with, even though 
committing to relationships with 
them might neither be possible nor 
advised. Some of them have lived 
other places, or had life goals that 
were different from mine; still, we 
were excited about each other as 
really fantastic, creative individu¬ 
als of heart, mind and soul. And 
that, I think, is woman-to-woman 
passion at its finest. 

By some standards, though, 
acting on this attraction made us 
sluts. There are women who be¬ 
lieve if you sleep with another 
woman you’ve made a tentative 
commitment to a relationship. 
Women who believe it’s wrong to 
be sexually involved with more 
than one woman at a time, even if 
you’re just dating. (Some of these, 
however, have been known to 
make exceptions for ex-lovers 
willing to play human vibrator.) 

I have a friend who once scored 
big time with a personal ad: five 
women she wanted to date and 
with whom she had sexual chem¬ 
istry. Each of the five told her, in¬ 
dependently, after one date, that if 
they ended up in the sack, she 
would expect my friend not to 
sleep with any of the others. 

My friend’s point of view was 
that decisions about committing to 
sexual monogamy after two dates 


would be somewhat premature. 
She saw dating as a process of 
meeting new women, having fun 
times with them and getting better 
acquainted, seeing if emotional 
bonding occurred and to what ex¬ 
tent, and deciding whether some¬ 
one with whom she was bonding 
would make an appropriate part¬ 
ner.

What if she liked them all? What if 
she missed getting involved with a 
woman who was really right for 
her, settling instead for someone 
who seemed right enough at first, 
because of the random nature of 
calendar roulette? 

Necessary evil 

As fate would have it, all five 
missed out on a woman I think is a 
catch (as does the lover she even¬ 
tually found). These women 
missed out because they held a be¬ 
lief I recognize from my Catholic 
upbringing: sex is not a positive 
thing in itself, but a necessary evil 
justifiable only in the context of a 
committed relationship. 

Now, I agree that lovemaking is 
something very special, and there’s 
no feeling of being a fool like re¬ 
gretting a sexual choice after the 
fact. Nonetheless, I believe sex is a 
good and happy thing; whether it’s 
uplifting or tawdry depends on the 
motives and interactions of the 
people it’s between (or among), re¬ 
lationship or no. To paraphrase a 
prep school cliche, you get out of 
this sex what you put into it. Con¬ 
senting adults don’t got to show 
nobody no stinkin’ badges. 

This particular night, I was 
arching my back like a crazed 
minx for a friend who, as it turned 
out, had been hot for my body for 
some time. I liked and trusted her; 
she respected and cared for me, 
and turned out to be great in bed. 
So, I threw myself enthusiastically 
into having a great time. Oh, happy 
happy, joy joy. If I ever feel guilty 
about something like this, I trust 
my friends to take me out and slap 
me silly till I come to my senses. If 
this makes me a slut, I just hope 
I’m areally good one. ▼ 


Room Available in 
Women's Health Initiative

Medical researchers are still 
looking for lesbians over the age of 
55 to study, as part of the first long- 
range study of women’s health ever 
conducted in this country. 

The Women’s Health Initiative 
is an unprecedented systematic ef¬ 
fort to expand upon generations of 
medical research conducted almost 
exclusively on men. The National 
Institute of Health-sponsored pro¬ 
ject has been recruiting women be¬ 
tween the ages of 50 and 79 since 
March 1995 at centers throughout 
the United States, including three 
in Northern California: in Oakland, 
San Jose, and Sacramento. 

Karen Riggs, Recruitment Coor¬ 
dinator with the Women’s Health 
Initiative at the Stanford Clinic in 
San Jose, explained that participants 
will then be chosen to follow a spe¬ 
cific research track: overall health, 
diet, or estrogen replacement. 

The lesbian question is re¬ 
served for the last part of the ques¬ 
tionnaire process, and was the di¬ 


rect result of lobbying by lesbian 
health advocates. For privacy rea¬ 
sons, the number of women 
claiming female partners could 
not be disclosed at this time. 

Riggs told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “We really still need a lot 
of women. We have a goal right 
now of having 3,600, and have ac¬ 
tually enrolled only 400” at the 
San Jose center. “We have had an 
overwhelming response from 
women between 50-55, but we’ve 
had a real problem recruiting 
women over 55.” 

Riggs said this is a golden op¬ 
portunity to document health con¬ 
ditions of older women and the 
best courses of treatment. “Over¬ 
all it’s going really well,” she said, 
“but we still need women to enroll 
to find answers about their health 
and their healthcare needs. If peo¬ 
ple don’t join the WHI we’ll never 
know.” ▼ 

For more information and to

I t was a wrap Saturday night 
as San Francisco’s only in¬ 
digenous lesbian talk and en¬ 
tertainment show, Susan 
Kay’s Wide World O’Women, said 
good-bye to the city’s airwaves in 
its monthly broadcast from Chan¬ 
nel 53 City Vision. The one-hour 
show, which aired 8 p.m. one Sat¬ 
urday a month, was also broadcast 
in Madison, Wisconsin. 

“I’m celebrating the fact that 
I’ve been able to do this for 14 
months and I’m still in one piece,” 
said a proud and exuberant - but 
somewhat exhausted - Susan Kay 
Gilbert. She credited City Vision’s 
commitment to providing studio 
equipment and training for anyone 
in the community who has an in¬ 
terest in TV, but very little infor¬ 
mation about carrying their ideas 
through to airtime. 

As executive producer, Gilbert 
was also in charge of lining up the 
talent behind the cameras, a mat¬ 
ter of pride for the self-identified 
lesbian separatist. “I’ve never had 
a man touch any of my equip¬ 
ment,” she reported, the point 
being that the show served as 
proving grounds for women to 
gain the technical experience 
needed in order to move on to pro¬ 
fessional jobs. The 34-year-old 
Bay Area native added that she 
would be happy to discuss the 
magic of television and what it 
takes to get a show broadcast 
through City Visions. 

A graduate of the San Francis¬ 
co State University drama depart¬ 
ment, Gilbert said she has been 
able to build on her thespian abili¬ 
ties and interest in broadcasting 
since beginning the show in Feb¬ 
ruary 1994. She brought a rare 
combination of no-nonsense femi¬ 
nism, bold comedic one-liners, 
and an innate sense of pacing that 
is welcome to any staged show. 

Her overriding concern, she 
said, was to increase visibility, “to 
bring women who have traditional¬ 
ly been relegated to the periphery 
of mainstream television into pri¬ 
mary focus.” Guests have included 
lesbians from all walks of life in¬ 
cluding Phyllis Lyon and Del Mar¬ 
tin, Sylvia Weisenberg of the Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence, 
Page Hodel, and many representa¬ 
tives from lesbian publishing, civil 
rights groups, and the arts. 

The last show included one of 
the original guests, Lenore Chin, 
who - along with another rising 
San Francisco star, Kenya Briggs 
- presented Gilbert with a certifi¬ 


cate of appreciation from the 
show’s primary sponsor, the 
Women’s Building. 

Singer songwriter Deborah 
Pardds performed on the last 
episode, and Club Ecstasy’s Ki- 
takka Gara described the new con¬ 
cept in lesbian clubs (i.e., clothing 
optional) she unveiled in 1993. 

Now that her eponymous show 
has come to a close, Gilbert said 
she hopes commercial producers 
will cozy up to this idea of her tal¬ 
ents as well, but she is also realis¬ 
tic about the lack of opportunities 
for open lesbians like herself. 

Still, Kay said she has her 
sights set on a professional career, 
and in the meantime supplements 
her income by “fighting crime” as 
a security guard in Opera Plaza, as 
a traffic school instructor, and cat- 
sitter. T

Unfortunately, the CDC bowed 
to conservative pressures even be¬ 
fore the new campaign was 
launched, and included three tele¬ 
vision and one radio “Abstinence” 
PSAs. In these less-sophisticated 
and much less-genuine spots, 
young adults parrot familiar 
rhetoric: “The safest form of sex is 
no sex,” and “The next time I will 
have sex will be when I get mar¬ 
ried.” 

Already anticipating resis¬ 
tance, the CDC and the Depart¬ 
ment of Health & Human Services 
have called for the public tQ “pro¬ 
mote the ads in your community 
and encourage local television and 
radio stations to air the PSAs.” 

Support the CDC’s decision 
to release gay-specific PSAs, a 
move bound to rankle the Con¬ 
gress of Helms and Gingrich; 
encourage the CDC to move fur¬ 
ther forward, developing cam¬ 
paigns that more forcefully and 
directly combat homophobia.

Sexual stupidity 

The Sexuality Information and 
Education Council of the United 
States (SEICUS) celebrated its 
31st anniversary this year. The or¬ 
ganization’s mission, as articulat¬ 
ed in 1964, seeks “to establish 
human sexuality as a healthy enti¬ 
ty .,. to dignify it by openness of 
approach ... designed to lead to¬ 
ward its understanding and its 
freedom from exploitation. ...” 
Because SEICUS promotes com¬ 
prehensive (and non-homophobic) 
sex education, the organization 
and its publications have become 
a favorite target for exploitation 
by the “Religious” Right. 

A recent fundraising cam¬ 
paign by the “Concerned Women 
for America” (CWA), which bills 
itself as “the nation’s largest pro- 
family women’s organization,” 
attacks sex education in general 
and SEICUS in particular. The 
CWA mailer features a photo of a 
young schoolgirl under the ban¬ 
ner headline: “I don’t want her 
robbed of her innocence. Do 
you?” Inside the envelope CWA 
members are told that SEICUS is 
“the main source of sex education 
materials adopted by the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Education.” Readers 
are told that SEICUS pushes an 
evil agenda, advocating that chil¬ 
dren be taught these horrors: 
“Some men and women are ho¬ 
mosexual,” “Homosexuals are 
also known as gay men and les¬ 
bian women,” and “Some couples 
who love each other live together 
in the same home without getting 
married.” 

CWA president Beverly La- 
Haye also tells her members: 
“Imagine! Innocent children of 
five or six years of age being told 
homosexuality is normal. ... 
Young hearts and minds not ready 
for such information. ... This Is 
Wrong!” LaHaye encourages her 
members to lobby local school 
boards to adopt “pro-family sex 
instruction” that teaches only 
“heterosexual sex between man 
and woman” and “pre-marital ab¬ 
stinence.” Moreover, she encour¬ 
ages her members to fight “anti¬ 
family sex instruction” that teach¬ 
es children the “importance of self 
and desires,” “homosexuality/bi¬ 
sexuality [as] normal,” “sex is 
‘safe’ with condoms,” and “all op¬ 
tions are equal in value.” 

Two “petitions of protest” are 
included in the CWA mailing. One 
is directed to Debra Haffner, the 
executive director of SEICUS. 
The other is directed to each CWA 
member’s congressperson. The 
congressional petition states: “Be¬ 
cause you are my Representative 
in Congress, I am petitioning you 
today to investigate if the Sex In¬ 
formation and Education Council 
of the United States (SEICUS) re¬ 
ceives any federal or state funds, 
either directly or indirectly. I am 
outraged at the sex education 
agenda SEICUS wants to force on 
every child and school in America. 
...No child should be made to 
participate in SEICUS-designed 
programs that blatantly promote 
promiscuity, homosexuality, mas¬ 
turbation, abortion, incest, and 
pedophilia. Please let me know in 
writing what you will be doing in 
our district and in Congress to 
protect our children from 
SIECUS’s influence.” 

What the greedy LaHaye con¬ 
veniently ignores is that - all 
across the United States - it is 
common for school districts to 
allow parents to “opt out” their 
children from any sex education 
course, and most textbooks still 
promote homophobia. To suggest 
that SEICUS guidelines encour¬ 
age pedophilia or incest is also a 
fabrication, betraying the fact the 
LaHaye is less interested in the 
truth than she is making money off 
her members’ fears. 

LaHaye announces that she 
will be sending a copy of a new 
CWA publication. School Admin¬ 
istrator Sex Education Report, to 


school districts throughout the 
country, to alert public officials 
and “stop this blatantly evil and 
perverse indoctrination of inno¬ 
cent, unsuspecting children.” 

SEICUS has also come under 
attack from the homophobes at 
“Focus on the Family” (FOF). 
FOF’s Ron Reno recently pub¬ 
lished a “research” paper entitled 
“SEICUS: You Won’t Believe 
What They Want to Teach Your 
Kids,” FOF has been circulating a 
racist and sex-negative video Sex, 
Lies & ... The Truth, which the or¬ 
ganization claims “has been used 
in more than 10,000 public 
schools.” 

Write your Representative in 
the U.S. Congress, urging rejec¬ 
tion of the CWA’s efforts to pro¬ 
mote ignorance and hate; copy 
your correspondence to SE¬ 
ICUS. Also, encourage your 
local school board to adopt the 
sort of curriculum outlined in 
the 1991 SEICUS publication, 
Guidelines for Comprehensive 
Sexuality Education: Kinder¬ 
garten - 12th Grade. Finally, arm 
yourself with information about 
SEICUS and its many worthy 
projects.

Last weekend, Tony Siress did 
just that. His vision of what les¬ 
bian and gay San Franciscans 
wanted in a new night spot is Vsf, 
a consistently gay, smoke-free, ex¬ 
quisitely decorated bar and night¬ 
club located at 11th Street and 
Folsom. 

“This is not designed to fill 
someone’s pocket. This is my gift 
to San Francisco’s gay and lesbian 
community,” Siress told the Bay 
Area Reporter, adding that all club 
employees receive full benefits, 
including coverage for domestic 
partners. 

In addition to Vsf’s unique sta¬ 
tus as San Francisco’s first non¬ 
smoking club (smoking is allowed 
on the roof), according to General 
Manager Gerard O’Brien, “the 
space is available for non-profit 
organizations to use for fundrais¬ 
ing purposes.” He added that 
things are very “on-track” and he 
is happy with the way things went 
at the weekend’s opening parties. 

“It’s exactly what San Francis¬ 
co needs,” said Jay Odel, one of 
the customers lounging in the 
club’s semi-circular custom-made 
oxblood leather booths. “It’s inti¬ 
mate, there’s seating, it’s got style 
- it makes you relate to the people 
more.” 

“We are going to open our 
arms to the whole community,”

Bill Fazio: The B.A.R. Interview

D || istrict Attorney candidate 
; Bill Fazio entered the 
H three-way race last sum- 
" mer as a dark horse, only 
to become the top vote-getter over 
his former boss, Arlo Smith. 

Fazio spoke with the Bay Area 
Reporter about his strategy for the 
last week of campaigning before 
the December 12 run-off election 
against Supervisor Terence Halli- 
nan. 

“I’m trying to be certain that 
people who voted for me last time 
come out and vote for me again,” 
he said. “I’m trying to be certain 
that the people who supported 
Arlo Smith last time, overwhelm¬ 
ingly support me this time.” Smith 
has endorsed Hallinan, although 
Fazio maintains that “not one 
[county] prosecutor supports Hal¬ 
linan.” 

Fazio maintains an air of confi¬ 
dence, despite recent unflattering 
press portrayals, including a 
scathing three-part article in the 
San Francisco Independent about 
Fazio’s questionable plea bar¬ 
gains, and a report in the Examin¬ 
er that he has been driving on a 
suspended license. 

Despite the charges, Fazio has 
received endorsements from the 
Chronicle , the Police Officers As¬ 
sociation, Sheriff Mike Hen¬ 
nessey, and five former city police 
chiefs, among others. 

The license was an unfortunate 
oversight, Fazio told the B.A.R. 

When he discussed his record 
of plea bargaining, he was less 
charitable to his accusers, includ¬ 
ing Smith - who has said Fazio’s 
requests were the highest by ratio 
of any other prosecutors in the of¬ 
fice. 

“If I had done something 
wrong I would have been repri¬ 
manded,” Fazio told the B.A.R. 
The District Attorney’s office re¬ 
sponded that prosecutors are given 
sufficient leeway to try their own 
cases. 

Fazio added that before exiting 
the Hall of Justice he checked his 
personnel file, compiled over the 
past 20 years, and said there was 
not a single warning letter about 
his conduct or decisions made 
while he was a prosecutor. 

“If the things they said were 
true, I probably would have been 
indicted - rather than never, ever, 
ever having been disciplined by 
my supervisors. It’s nonsense, it’s 
really not deserving of a response. 

“I think the Independent is 
paying back Supervisor Hallinan “ 

The Willingham Case 

Still, disturbing questions were 



raised about a plea bargain offered 
to 34-year-old Willie Willingham, 
who was released this week from 
the California Men’s Facility at 
Vacaville after serving 11 years 
for the strangulation deaths of two 
elderly gay men. Willingham’s 
criminal and psychotic behavior 
began at the age of four, when he 
started a fire that killed his infant 
brother, and continued into adult¬ 
hood with forcible rape and prop¬ 
erty crime arrests. Fazio arranged 
the plea bargain for the killings of 
the two gay men in 1984, which 
involved Willingham pleading 
guilty to manslaughter as well as a 
1981 rape. 

“Sometimes plea bargains are 
the toughest ways we can deal 
with a criminal,” said Fazio, who 
began trying murder cases in 
1981. 

During a jury trial, he said, a 
defendant might be convicted of 
just a few of the charges filed by 
the District Attorney’s office, or 
none at all, resulting in less jail 
time than if he had gone through 
the plea bargain process. 

Fazio said he is concerned 
about crimes committed against 
gay men and lesbians, and would 
institute a hate crimes division 
that was staffed with two full-time 
attorneys. The current Hate 
Crimes Unit Chief Chuck Haines, 
Fazio said, is also saddled with ad¬ 
judicating the entire range of sex 
crimes in the city. 

“I think there will be enough 
crimes - unfortunately,” to justify 


the presence of two full-time pros¬ 
ecutors, he said. 

Fazio also said he would offer 
community watchdog agencies 
like Community United Against 


Violence more integral advisors to 
combat and prosecute the scope of 
hate crimes. Currently, he said, the 
groups serve as statistical gather¬ 
ing devices and little else. ▼

Cliff Wilson Memorial Friday

AIDS-related complications 
claimed the life of East Bay AIDS 
activist Cliff Wilson on Wednes¬ 
day, November 29, at the age of 49. 

Last month Wilson received 
Alameda County’s 1995 Commu¬ 
nity Services Award for his work 
in bringing AIDS housing to the 
city of San Lorenzo, located in the 
southern part of the county. Addi¬ 
tionally, Wilson was an active 
member of the AIDS Advisory 
Board, Ryan White Title I Plan¬ 
ning Council, and the Ryan White 
Title II Consortium. 

Despite his declining health 
throughout 1994 and 1995, Wil¬ 
son BARTed from his home in 
Hayward to the city of Berkeley 
numerous times to lobby for Rose 
Street house for AIDS patients. 
The project’s backer. Resources 


for Community Development, 
later honored Wilson for his ef¬ 
forts on both projects. 

Even more, Wilson brought a 
sense of urgency and compassion 
to issues facing East Bay people 
with AIDS, many of whom lack 
the resources located in San Fran¬ 
cisco. “People around here are in 
denial. There are 600 to 800 peo¬ 
ple living with AIDS in South 
County - 100 in Hayward alone,” 
he said during last month’s award 
ceremony. 

A memorial service will be held 
at 11 a.m. Friday, December 8 at St. 
Christopher’s Episcopal Church, 
located at Via Toledo and Hacienda 
in the city of San Lorenzo. ▼

Terence Hallinan: The B.A.R. Interview

O ne of the first things Su¬ 
pervisor and former may- 
oral candidate Terence 
Hallinan says he will do if 
he’s elected District Attorney is 
reorganize the administrative 
structure of the office, which now 
has 118 attorneys. 

“I’ve been critical of the ad¬ 
ministration of the DA’fe office 
since the days I practiced in its 
criminal courts,” Hallinan told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I didn’t think 
it was well run. Each division was 
a world of its own and the way the 
office was structured isolated Arlo 


who uses the office to prosecute 
crime but also can take a leader¬ 
ship role to help prevent crime,” 
he said. 

Hallinan says that his priorities 
as a District Attorney will include 
tough prosecution on violent 
crimes such as assault, rape, do¬ 
mestic violence crimes against 
women, and anti-gay hate crimes. 

“Hate crimes against lesbians 
and gays and transgenders are a 
serious problem in San Francisco, 
because people are so open and it 
does result in bashings,” he said. 

In addition to strengthening the 
DA’s Hate Crimes prosecution 
unit, he also says that some crimes

Smith,” the current District Attor¬ 
ney. 

Hallinan said that by reorga¬ 
nizing the department and elimi¬ 
nating the buffers between the 
District Attorney and his staff of 
prosecutors, the department could 
be streamlined to run more effi¬ 
ciently - and effectively prosecute 
criminals. 

“There’s deadwood all over the 
place,” Hallinan told the B.A.R. 
“Are you aware that 47 of the at¬ 
torneys make $98,000 a year - and 
27 make more than $100,000 a 
year? Alameda County has a third 
the number of attorneys,” he said. 

While Smith was criticized be¬ 
cause he never personally prose¬ 
cuted a case during his 16 years in 
office, Hallinan told the B.A.R. he 
would be a constant presence 
throughout the Hall of Justice and 
the courts. 

“The job of the District Attor¬ 
ney is not really to try cases but to 
administrate, but I will try a repre¬ 
sentative number of cases, particu¬ 
larly crimes such as murder and 
rape,” Hallinan said. 

“I plan to be in court every day 
and meeting with the Assistant 
District Attorneys to see what’s 
going on,” he said. 

Tough and smart 

With a long track record as a 
criminal defense lawyer, Hallinan 
says that he would also use the of¬ 
fice in a proactive manner - some¬ 
thing he said Smith never did. 

“San Francisco needs a District 
Attorney is who both tough on 
crime and smart on crime, and 


against women - such as stalking 
- are hate crimes based on gender, 
and hate crimes statues should be 
used when such offenses are pros¬ 
ecuted. 

Hallinan also said he would be 
a tough rape crimes prosecutor 
and said that he preferred “vertical 
prosecution,” where a team is as¬ 
signed to each case, so victims 
would not continually have to re¬ 
count their story and the rape 
prosecution would not be disorga¬ 
nized and inadequate. 

“The District Attorney’s office 
has lost five high profile rape 
cases during the last six months 
due to improper charging and 
prosecution,” Hallinan pointed out 
in campaign material. “As District 
Attorney, I will properly charge 
and prosecute rape cases so that 
victims do not get violated twice.” 

Crime and rehabilitation 

Hallinan also says that crime 
prevention and offender rehabili¬ 
tation services are part of the 
criminal justice continuum, and 
should be utilized when appropri¬ 
ate. 

Rapists and other offenders 
who are to be released from prison 
need more than punishment, Hal¬ 
linan says, and those offenders 
who can be rehabilitated after 
their prison terms should receive 
appropriate treatment. 

“I will also fight for funding 
for the Center For Special Prob¬ 
lems, the city’s nationally ac¬ 
claimed sex offender treatment 
programs, so that those offenders 
who can be rehabilitated have 


every opportunity to break their 
cycle of crime. 

Hallinan also calls for an over¬ 
haul of the city’s beleaguered ju¬ 
venile justice system - and says 
that a proactive approach by the 
District Attorney should stress 
prevention, as well as punishment, 
for youth crime. 

“Are you aware that the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney does not do proba¬ 
tion violations at Youth Guidance 
Center?” he asked. He favors re¬ 
voking probation of youth offend¬ 
ers who violate its terms, are tru¬ 
ant from school, or fail to partici¬ 
pate in rehabilitation or substance 
abuse or other required treatment 
programs, until whatever problem 
that’s causing the violation is 
identified, addressed and re¬ 
solved. 

But, Hallinan also stressed, 
there must be adequate support 
services and follow up for the 
3,000 youth referred to the city’s 
Youth Guidance Center yearly 
who are usually released in three 
weeks - with no services or fol¬ 
low-up. 

Out of court 

Hallinan told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he has settled a wrong¬ 
ful termination case brought by a 
former aide who also charged she 
had been sexually harassed by the 
Supervisor, saying the small out of 
court settlement was to resolve the 
issue of possible wrongful termi¬ 


nation. The case has not affected 
the support he has received from 
women, and women’s groups. 

“I am endorsed by the National 
Organization of Women and the 
Democratic Women’s Forum,” 
Hallinan said. 

Acknowledging that he is in a 
bruising race for the post with vet¬ 
eran prosecutor Bill Fazio, Halli¬ 
nan said that a month ago he 
would have said the basic differ¬ 
ence between him and Fazio was 
that until his opponent was termi¬ 
nated by Smith, Fazio was a “ca¬ 


reer government employee with 
no administrative experience who 
would make no changes in the 
District Attorney’s office and 
would do none of the outreach to 
prevent crime as well as prosecute 
it.” 

But given recent allegations of 
poor prosecutorial performance 
and possible misconduct by Fazio 
aired in the San Francisco Inde¬ 
pendent and the San Francisco 
Examiner, Hallinan now says the 
major difference between the can¬ 
didates “is one of character.” T

There are more than 75 street 
names for the drug scientists clas¬ 
sify as crystal methamphetamine. 

Users say they feel 75 times 
more alive when they use it, and 
are able to stay up for days at a 
time. But like a “free lunch,” the 
energy experienced while on 
crystal doesn’t really exist; the 
payment that comes due for any 
speed trip carries a weighty price 
tag for the “tweaker” coming 
down - and anyone unfortunate 
enough to be in their range of fire 
when they do. 

San Francisco resident Bill 
Schade, who recently began 
Northern California’s first 12-step 
recovery group for crystal addicts, 
said the level of violence he now 
sees among crystal users is un¬ 
precedented. Schade, 42, told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “When it was 
pure you rarely saw people out 
killing each other for it like you 
do today. I started [in 1967] when 
I was about 14 and you could get 
it dirt cheap and it was pure phar¬ 
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had KS, CMV, and Cryptosporidi¬ 
um in connection with his diagno¬ 
sis, and a deadly craving for meth. 

Dr. Boyd Stephens, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Chief Medical Examiner, 
said his office pinned down 58 
deaths where methamphetamine 
was significant or directly caused 
death, from July 1, 1993 to June 
30, 1994. [See sidebar, Speed 
Kills Now More Than Ever, this 
page.] 

Another sign of the extent of 
the problem, said Schade, are the 
70 people who showed up by the 
second meeting of the support 
group he began. Crystal Meth 
Anonymous, which meets each 
Wednesday, from 8:30 to 10 p.m. 
at 2185 Market Street in San 
Francisco. 

The drug has made the rounds 
of both gay and straight users 
since the 1940s, when it was a 
drug synthesized in U.S. pharma¬ 
ceutical laboratories, and used by 
soldiers and factory workers, and 
later with the first voyages into 
space. The Beatles said they used 
it to get through 12-hour sets. 
Long distance truck drivers still 
use it. 

Police say the many street eco¬ 
nomics at work explain the cur¬ 
rent epidemic of crystal use. “The 
supply from Mexico has exploded 
and we are seeing the results,” 
said Lieutenant Jim Hall of the 
San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment’s Narcotics Division. He 
said that dealers get shipments of 
100 pounds at a time from across 
the border, which is further re¬ 
fined into street crystal. “It’s an 
easy drug to make,” said Hall. 
Users have also turned to crystal 
as a way of turning away from 
crack, which has earned a reputa¬ 
tion for being quickly addictive. 

Gantt Galloway, who has been 
with the Haight-Ashbury Free 
Clinic’s Drug Detoxification Re¬ 
habilitation and Aftercare Pro¬ 
gram since 1987, pointed to the 
30 fold - or 3,000 percent - jump 
in inpatient admissions for crystal 
addicts in the last ten years in Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

But as “John,” a gay man in his

CDC Meth Statistics: 

Speed Kills Now 
More Than Ever

Federal health authorities report a sharp increase in deaths relat¬ 
ed to the drug popularly called crystal, speed, or crank. An estimat¬ 
ed 4 million Americans have snorted, injected, or smoked the drug 
methamphetamine, making it the most widely illegally manufac¬ 
tured, distributed, and abused type of stimulant. 

From 1991 to 1994, the number of methamphetamine-reiated 
deaths reported* by medical examiners nearly tripled from 151 to 
433, the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention said in the No¬ 
vember 30 edition of its Morbidity and Mortality Weekly Report. 
The problem has been particularly acute in large cities in the West 
and Southwest, including San Francisco. 

In the high end, Phoenix recorded a 850 percent spike; San 
Diego, 238 percent; San Francisco, 144 percent; and Los Angeles, 
113 percent. The victims are commonly white males between the 
ages of 26 and 44. In most - but not all - cases, the crystal was 
taken in combination with at least one other drug, most often alco¬ 
hol, heroin, or cocaine. 

Abuse of the drug may lead to heart problems, insomnia, mus¬ 
cle tremors, and weight loss. The behavioral and psychiatric symp¬ 
toms often include paranoia, violent behavior, repetitive activity, 
memory loss, auditory hallucinations, and confusion or fright. ▼

maceutical.” 

Now, he said, “Essentially 
what you have is a different drug 
with similar effects, but you can 
never be sure of content. And as a 
result of that, people get sick on it 
and some have died. You also get 
a lot more psychoses, a lot more 
physical reactions to it.” 

Schade estimated there are “at 
least” 25,000 crystal addicts suf¬ 
fering in the gay community. Like 
crack and cocaine addiction 
booms preceding this one, the 
crystal epidemic is cutting down 
gay people in numbers the right 
wing could only fantasize about. 
But he added, the high morbidity 
rate among chronic tweakers 
often gets lost in statistics kept for 
related causes of death: car acci¬ 
dents, shootings, or heart attacks. 

Quit or die 

Schade told the B.A.R. that he 
turned to the 12-step format in 
desperation: he knew he had to fi¬ 
nally quit after decades of living 
as a functioning addict - or, ac¬ 
cording to his doctor, die. Schade, 
who had been living with an HIV 
positive diagnosis since 1984, had 
been given five months to live; he

Alameda County AIDS 
Office To Reorganize

The Alameda County Public 
Health Department this week rec¬ 
ommended a reorganization of the 
County Office of AIDS Adminis¬ 
tration, both to streamline opera¬ 
tions and enhance medical direc¬ 
tion of the programs. 

Public Health Department 
spokesperson Ramakrishna Ram 
told the Bay Area Reporter the 
move will strengthen the HIV pro¬ 
gram, by consolidating different 
programs that are already working 
with the same East Bay popula¬ 
tions: people with TB, STDs, and 
HIV/AIDS. Current spending lev¬ 
els are expected to remain the 


same, he said. 

“There will be a change at the 
top, but at the program level there 
will be no change,” said Ram. “We 
are consolidating similar pro¬ 
grams: AIDS will be put together 
with communicable diseases. 
They will be working with similar 
programs that have similar etiolo¬ 
gy” 

The Office of AIDS, which 
now exists as a separate depart¬ 
ment under Public Health, will be¬ 
come a “unit” within the Commu¬ 
nicable Diseases Department and 
will be run by Dr. Barbara Allen, 
the department’s current director. 

Allen captured the attention of 
AIDS and public health activists 


earlier this year when she recom¬ 
mended the establishment of an 
indoor needle exchange site in 
Oakland. In an interview with the 
B.A.R. at the time, Allen went one 
step further by calling for the sites 
to be part of indoor, community 
medical centers. 

Neither Allen nor Eugene 
Richards, the current director of 
the Office of AIDS Administra¬ 
tion, were available for comment. 

ACT UP/East Bay’s John 
Iversen commented to the Bay 
Area Reporter that it was too early 
to judge the full effects of such a 
move. However, he added, “That 
office seems a little top-heavy in 
administration.” ▼

AIDS education in a central 
California town with just one gay 
bar, a lot of closets, and the big 
city of Sacramento about an hour 
away can be a unique challenge, 
according to San Joaquin AIDS 
Foundation educator Jerry Sernas. 

An estimated 300 people in 
San Joaquin County have AIDS, 
and an estimated 540 people have 
died of it since 1983, when state 
epidemiologists began tracking 
the disease in the county. The 
cases - and the agency’s preven¬ 
tion efforts - are pretty evenly 
split between gay clients and oth¬ 
ers high risk groups such as injec- 
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tion users, but with one exception, 
Semas told the Bay Area Reporter. 

He said there are few funded 
prevention services available that 
target women. 

“There’s little accountability 
for women,” he lamented. “We 
have grant requirements that re¬ 
quire so many contacts with pre- 
teens and substance abusers, yet 
we haven’t seen any that are sensi¬ 
tive to women’s needs or issues.” 

Semas recently returned to 
California after a five year ab¬ 
sence, during which he worked for 
AIDS organizations in Massachu¬ 
setts and Ohio - and even founded 
a theater company that provided 
entertaining AIDS education to 
schools, churches, and other 
groups in Columbus, Ohio. 

‘The Stockton 
Connection’ 

With just one gay bar in Stock- 
ton, where the San Joaquin AIDS 
Foundation is located, gay com¬ 
munity members are prone to iso¬ 
lation, so three years ago the 
agency formed a social group that 
meets once a week. 

“It’s called the Stockton Con¬ 
nection, and it has a mailing list of 
55,” Semas said. “It provides so¬ 
cial opportunities outside of a bar 
setting.” 

Sacramento, and its popular 
bars, are about an hour away for 
Stockton and other country resi¬ 
dents; Semas said that gay com¬ 
munity members often prefer to 
drive the distance rather than run 


into a boss or co-worker in the 
local bar. 

The San Joaquin AIDS Foun¬ 
dation is also creating satellite 
groups in outlying California rural 
areas such as Lodi, to get the 
AIDS prevention message out. 

Semas also meets regularly 
with incarcerated youth in a near¬ 
by California Youth Authority fa¬ 
cility. 

“They range from between 18 
to 24, and they are interested in 
and want AIDS education,” he told 
the B.A.R. “Actually, we have a 
better reception with them than 
with continuation high school 
kids.” 

Continuation high school stu¬ 
dents are usually students sus¬ 
pended or expelled from regular 
schools because of behavioral or 
truancy problems. 

SJAF provides information and 
referral, and in addition to preven¬ 
tion and education services, also 
provides social services and case 
management to people with AIDS 
in the county. 

Semas said that county resi¬ 
dents are eager to keep abreast of 
statewide and international gay 
community news, so he and his 
partner come to San Francisco 
every week to pick up area papers 
for the members of the small sup¬ 
port group. ▼

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Project 10 Face-off 
Expected Monday 

Pastors Challenge Petaluma Program

Sonoma County Project 10 
wants to provide teachers in the 
Petaluma School District with the 
educational tools necessary to han¬ 
dle the sexual identity questions of 
high school students in a safe envi¬ 
ronment. A Project 10 presentation 
at Grant Elementary School on 
November 14 so impressed the 
school board that Superintendent 
Charles Cadman recommended 
the panel make its presentation to a 
December 11 meeting of all the 
school district principals. 

Vowing he will “not sit by and 
allow that to happen” Mormon 
bishop Curtis Kearl is promising 
to stop Sonoma County Project 10 
from being implemented. He is 
challenging the legality of the 
school board institutionalizing “a 
pro-homosexual ideology in the 
public schools.” 

Another Petaluma pastor, Mel 
Grams of Adobe Christian Center, 
has submitted a letter signed by 
the pastors of 12 fundamentalist 
Christian churches that teach ho¬ 
mosexual activity is a sin. The 
Baptist ministers intend to offer 
the board an alternative program 
to “help end the harassment 
against our children,” Grams said. 

A different view was taken in 
the November 16 editorial column 
of the Santa Rosa Press Democ¬ 
rat, under the heading “Focus on 
the Kids.” While the newspaper 
acknowledged that the Petaluma 
board can’t resolve the big argu¬ 
ment about homosexuality, nor 
completely wipe out insensitive 
behavior, “What the schools can 
do,” it wrote, “is what Project 10 
... is requesting: Discourage ha¬ 
rassment by making sure teachers 
understand the difficulties faced 
by kids whose sexual identity is 
awakening and is not heterosexu¬ 
al. And designate a staff member 
at every junior and senior high to 
be available to teen-agers who 
want to talk about homosexuality 
or bisexuality” 

The newspaper called for the 
school board to “rise above the 
adults’ incendiary rhetoric and 
focus on the needs of the kids.” 

Tears for Bobby, Robin 

Speakers at the November 14 
presentation included Mary Grif¬ 
fith, whose story - and the story of 
her son, who committed suicide as 


a gay teen - is told in the Leroy 
Aarons book Prayers for Bobby; 
Cotati residents Tim and 
Stephanie Reed, whose son Robin 
jumped from the Golden Gate 
Bridge last January; lesbian super¬ 
visorial candidate and Project 10 
spokeswoman Maddy Hirshfield; 
and gay teens Todd Fay-Long and 
Krista McAtee. 

Following the presentation, 56 
members of the audience offered 
their opinions, 18 of whom spoke 
in opposition to Project 10. Some, 
while coming out against any 
form of harassment, said that ex¬ 
isting policies and laws against 
student harassment were enough 
and should be more rigidly en¬ 
forced. Others said allowing Pro¬ 
ject 10 in as a support group for 
gay and lesbian harassment vic¬ 
tims would open the door to sup¬ 
port groups for each form of ha¬ 
rassment, from being overweight 
to wearing glasses. 

A Petaluma man, telling the 
board to stick with teaching reading, 
writing, and arithmetic, warned, “If 
we drive one child into homosexual¬ 
ity because of this information, then 
we are guilty of a terrible, terrible 
crime,” while a Santa Rosa man 
told the audience that homosexuali¬ 
ty was never “a subject of any seri¬ 
ous consideration. But you’re going 
to get into an environment where 
homosexual people are pushing and 
shoving and snotting around; and 
I’ve been harassed a couple of times 
by homosexuals. Those sons of 
bitches wanted to proposition me 
and I found that repugnant and re¬ 
pulsive.” 

When audience members ex¬ 
pressed disbelief in his comment, 
he added, “some of you people 
have some very disagreeable per¬ 
sonalities,” which brought howls 
of laughter. 

Circle of discrimination 

Natalie Brown, a senior at 
Petaluma High School and one of 
several students who spoke in 
favor of Project 10, told the board, 
“If you are truly dedicated to the 
children, then you must be in 
every way, not just those ways that 
are comfortable to deal with. I be¬ 
lieve that this dedication should 
surpass any politics... 

“It is my belief that because of 
the lack of education upon all gay 
and lesbian issues, there exists an 
unending circle of discrimination.

scribed as a “noted religious polit¬ 
ical extremist who continues to 
publicly claim responsibility for 
[the hearings].” 

Homosexual billing 

Sheldon said he has not played 
a direct role in the hearings, other 
than to provide Hoekstra’s panel 
with a potential witness list and 
other information. He said he will 
not be testifying. 

“These are not Lou Sheldon’s 
hearings, and that is how the ho¬ 
mosexuals have billed them,” he 
said. “I am not a member of the 
U.S. Congress.” 

Sheldon said the hearings were 
not intended to be about gay-bash¬ 
ing, but about how children are 
“impacted by the advocacy and 
promotion of homosexuality. 

“I think what is going to come 
out of these hearings is that par¬ 
ents have their children come 
home from school and tell them 


they have been traumatized by 
somebody coming to their school 
and advocating homosexual sex,” 
Sheldon said. 

“There has been a complete, 
orchestrated effort to take over the 
public schools by homosexual ac¬ 
tivists,” he added. 

Sheldon said that he had “no 
problem” with sex education. 

“We believe in sex education, 
but we don’t believe in telling 
sixth grade children about oral 
copulation,” he said. 

Sheldon bristled at the sugges¬ 
tion by Candace Gingrich, whom 
he once referred to as the “black 
sheep” of the speaker’s family, 
that she should testify. 

“Why should she?” he asked. 
“What justifies her to do it, just 
the name Gingrich?” 

Gingrich outlined her qualifica¬ 
tions in the letter to Hoekstra, say¬ 
ing, “As a lesbian and as one who 
has talked with so many people, I 
believe I can offer the subcommit¬ 
tee a perspective that can help shed 
light on these issues which too 
often draw only heat.” T 


There is a complete lack of under¬ 
standing. 

“Why not educate us so that we 
can make our own choices and 
form our own opinions?” she 
asked. “Why don’t you ask frankly 
of yourselves, ‘Why are you afraid 
that our views might turn out to be 
different than yours?”’ 

“Truth is truth, and it stands on 
its own accord,” said Clarence Lu- 
visi, another Petaluma man. “I am 
a Christian, and I am a student of 
the Bible. Saying that, I will say 
that ignorance - whether it’s from 
lay people, from a minister, from a 
priest, or from a bishop, or from 
the Bishop of Rome - is still igno¬ 
rance. It doesn’t matter where it 
comes from.” He criticized people 
quoting the Bible to make moral 
judgments without understanding 
its historical and cultural context. 

“I have long resented people justi¬ 
fying their personal insecurities, preju¬ 
dices, and their arrogant judgment of 
others by self-righteously calling them¬ 
selves Christian. 

“Real Christians know that 
Christ will say, ‘What you did to 
my gay, my lesbian, my bisexual, 
my transgender young person, you 
did to me.’” ▼

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Tom Ammiano 
Introduces Medical 
Marijuana Resolution

Supervisor Tom Ammiano this 
week introduced a resolution urg¬ 
ing California voters to adopt the 
Compassionate Use Initiative of 
1996, which would legalize the 
use of marijuana for medical pur¬ 
poses. 

The motion was referred to the 
board of supervisors for consider¬ 
ation at its Monday, December 12 
meeting without reference to com¬ 
mittee - which means its passage 
is likely, according to a 
spokesman for Ammiano. 

The initiative, which would le¬ 
galize the use of the herb for med¬ 
ical reasons, was sponsored by 
Californians For Compassionate 
Use, a grassroots group spear¬ 
headed by San Franciscans Dennis 
Peron and Bob Basker. 

According to the initiative, the 
use of marijuana has been shown 
to be beneficial to people living 
with AIDS, breast cancer and 
other cancers, and many other se¬ 
rious medical conditions, as well 
as mediating the painful effects of 
some medical treatments. 

Legislative attempts to legalize 
the use of marijuana for people 
with terminal illnesses have been 
passed by the state legislature, but 
were vetoed by right-wing Repub¬ 
lican governor Pete Wilson. 

San Francisco voters have his¬ 
torically supported the legaliza¬ 


tion of marijuana and its cultiva¬ 
tion for personal use, and over¬ 
whelmingly passed Proposition P, 
which de-prioritized the prosecu¬ 
tion of marijuana offenses by the 
county District Attorney. 

Both current candidates for the 
post of District Attorney, Bill 
Fazio and Terence Hallinan, sup¬ 
port the legalization of marijuana 
for medical use. California State 
Senator Milton Marks (D-San 
Francisco) also supports such leg¬ 
islation. 

Incumbent Mayor Frank Jor¬ 


dan and mayoral candidate Willie 
Brown also support the medical 
marijuana initiative. 

According to the Ammiano 
spokesman, the board of supervi¬ 
sors has a long history of support¬ 
ing alternative treatments for can¬ 
cer, AIDS, and other illnesses. ▼

Barney Introduces 
Medical Marijuana Bill

A bill to regulate the medical 
use of marijuana was introduced in 
the U.S. House of Representatives 
on November 10 by openly gay 
Congressman Barney Frank (D- 
Massachusetts). H.R. 2816 is 
being co-sponsored by four other 
Democratic members of Congress. 

It would reclassify marijuana 
from a Schedule I, “no currently 
accepted medical use in treatment 
in the United States,” to a tightly 
controlled Schedule II medicine 
under the Controlled Substance 
Act. 

“It is cruel to deny a proven, 
safe, and helpful remedy to people 
who are seriously ill,” Frank said. 
“More addictive, expensive, and 
less efficient narcotics are regular¬ 
ly prescribed by physicians, and 
the ban on allowing marijuana to 
be included in the list has no rea¬ 
sonable basis.” 

Advocates claim that marijua¬ 
na is equal or superior to other 
treatment options, in terms of ef¬ 
fectiveness, dosage control, and 
cost, for alleviating a variety of 
medical conditions. Most impor¬ 
tant to the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity is its use as an appetite 
stimulant to treat AIDS wasting 
syndrome and to combat the ef¬ 
fects of nausea associated with ra¬ 
diation or chemo-therapy used in 
treating KS, breast, and other 
forms of cancer. 

The bill is modeled after one 
first introduced in 1981 by Repre¬ 
sentative Stuart McKinney (R- 
Connecticut) and then cospon¬ 
sored by many other Republicans,

including Newt Gingrich (R- 
Georgia). No one has yet asked 
him to cosponsor this version. The 
most significant change is to add 
AIDS wasting syndrome and spas¬ 
tic conditions to the list of dis¬ 
eases approved for use. 

Log Cabin Republican 
spokesman David Greer said, 
“The medicinal purposes have 
been validated.” He urged Repub¬ 
licans to support the bill. 

Robert Raben, staff assistant to 
Frank, explained that the bill “sets 
up a fairly elaborate system of dis¬ 
tribution, says who is eligible to 
get it, and what medical profes¬ 
sionals have to do, then it sets up a 
distribution system. HHS (Health 
and Human Services) and DOJ 
(Department of Justice) contract 


out for growing it, and HHS dis¬ 
tributes it.” 

Robert Kampia, director of 
government relations for the Mar¬ 
ijuana Policy Project, is “excited” 
by introduction of the bill. But he 
admits “it is going to be tough to 
make this a priority for any com¬ 
mittee to hold hearings, because 
there are so many other things 
going on.” He hopes that will hap¬ 
pen next year. 

He sees the Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee as a favorable venue. Frank is 
a member of that committee and 
its chair, Henry Hyde (R-Illinois), 
“understood that marijuana did 
have some medical benefits, and 
he seemed to think it was not an 
outrageous idea to make it med¬ 
ically available,” according to 
Kampia. Subcommittee chair Bill 
McCollum (R-Florida) cospon¬ 
sored the original bill in 1981. 

Frank, in a keynote address to 
the National Organization for Re¬ 
form of Marijuana Laws 
(NORML) in September 1994, 
called this “probably the most im¬ 
portant undiscussed issue that we 
have. The fear to talk about this is 
so great that even when you do 
talk about it, people don’t pay 
much attention. 

“Medical marijuana is one of 
the easiest public policy issues I’ve 
ever heard. For the government of 
the United States to deny a doc¬ 
tor’s right to prescribe what he 
thinks is best for that patient is 
wholly at variance with most of the 
principles my colleagues profess.” 

He vowed “to continue to try to 
shame my colleagues into chang¬ 
ing this policy.”Y 
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Lutherans’ Pozar Attends D.C. AIDS Meet

Michael Pozar, national direc¬ 
tor of the Lutheran AIDS Net¬ 
work, is one of those who partic¬ 
ipated, with 129 other represen¬ 
tatives of groups throughout the 
U.S., in the White House Confer¬ 
ence on HIV and AIDS on 
Wednesday, December 6. As he 
made preparations for the trip 
last week, he spoke with the Bay 
Area Reporter about his expecta¬ 
tions. 

According to Pozar, President 
Clinton planned to have a dia¬ 
logue with the attendees, some¬ 
thing that did not happen at the 
November 1993 prayer breakfast 
he attended. 

Pozar agrees that the 1993 
meeting succeeded in focusing at¬ 
tention on the epidemic, at least 
briefly, and apparently sensitizing 
the CDC to pay more attention, es¬ 
pecially to prevention programs. 
Unfortunately, he acknowledged, 
action on various studies and rec¬ 
ommendations has not been forth¬ 
coming. 

“We are better off than we 
would have been if Bush had been 
re-elected,” Pozar said, “but we

Tom Duane, New York city 
councilman and invitee, said, 
“The president has a terrific pulpit 
up there and we want him to use 
it. If he does, people will support 
him for reelection, but the ball is 
in his court.” 

Sean Strub, the publisher of 
POZ magazine, was told his 
views were “too controversial” to 
be invited. And only after wran¬ 
gling, he said, was the magazine 
able to secure one press pass to 
the event - with the proviso, “No 
questions to the president, and all 
that sort of thing.” 

No exit; no re-entry 

“Bob Hattoy [the AIDS poster 
boy of the 1992 Democratic Na¬ 
tional Convention and member of 
the administration] said he was 
told he would be fired,” according 
to Strub. “He would be out of a 
job if he came out and spoke here. 
[San Francisco activist] Cleve 
Jones was told ahead of time that 
if he came out to join us, he would 
not be allowed back inside.” 

Hattoy was spotted with a 
group of other participants walk¬ 
ing past the White House to the 
afternoon session at the Treasury 
Department. He said his morning 
session on treatment “went fine,” 
“Fauci, Gallo, all the Nobels 
[prize winners] were there.” But 
when asked to cross the street to 
speak with others in the press he 
said, “I can’t.” 

New York activist Bob Lederer 
charged, “This meeting is about 
politics and Bill Clinton’s reelec¬ 
tion.” It was a common interpreta¬ 
tion. 

Wayne Turner with ACT 
UP/Washington said, “A White 
House AIDS Conference is to 
AIDS bureaucrats as free beer is 
to frat boys.” It brought to mind 
an image of the conference as a 
pledge rush for the 1996 presiden¬ 
tial campaign by the Clinton fra¬ 
ternity. 

For David Greer, spokesman 
for Log Cabin Republicans, the 
meeting was “about seeking cam¬ 
paign contributions, not a cure. 
The invitees are people who have 
given a lot of money. 

“When people in Washington 
really want to get things done, 
they go bipartisan,” he said. 
“What is the purpose of having an 
AIDS summit when Republicans 
have not been invited?” ▼ 


have much more to do. 

“What we really need,” he em¬ 
phasized, “is an explicit overall 
national plan of action.” He said 
he and other representatives 
would urge such a step on the 
president. 

Pozar was asked how the north 
San Mateo County-based Luther¬ 
an AIDS Network (LAN), which 
he and Dr. Adele Resmer founded 
five years ago, would follow up 
the conference. “That depends on 
whether anything useful comes 
out of it,” he asserted. “We have 
good recommendations. What we 
need is a presidential plan of ac¬ 
tion.” 

Hate the Sin, 

Love the Synod 

Pozar left his former post as 
pastor at Holy Cross Lutheran 
Church in Pacifica to situate his 
own office at St. Mark’s Lutheran 
Church in San Francisco, the bet¬ 
ter to facilitate his work on AIDS 
through the national Lutheran 
church. In addition to forming 
LAN, an interfaith coalition of 
churches to provide for the needs 
of people with AIDS in their area, 
Pozar also served a long tenure 


with Shanti. 

Explaining the position of the 
church in relation to AIDS work, 
and the theological position on ho¬ 
mosexuality, Pozar pointed out 
that the national Lutheran church 
is made up of two synods, with 
considerably different positions 
on several matters, including sex¬ 
uality. 

The larger and more liberal 
synod, with five million members, 
is the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in America. The smaller, 
with about 2,500,000 members, is 
the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod, which is considerably 
more conservative, in Pozar’s 
view. Nevertheless, the “Recon¬ 
ciled in Christ” movement, which 
is gay-oriented, now has groups in 
more than 100 churches through¬ 
out the nation. 

But lately, according to Pozar, 
LAN has received inquiries about 
AIDS materials even from the 
Missouri Synod. “It appears that 
many congregations have an easi¬ 
er time dealing with AIDS than 
confronting gayness,” he said.

m m y boyfriend was fired 
because. I have AIDS. 
fllJifl Or, more exactly, be- 
■ Hf Hi cause he refused to put 
me in a hospice when I was at 
death’s door earlier this year, so 
that he could return to work. 

Legally, as he was out on dis¬ 
ability leave, he had every right to 
stay out. They would never have 
dreamed of asking a pregnant 
woman or recent mom - the most 
frequent disability leave takers in 


Steve’s department - to return 
early. But they felt different about 
Steve, different about AIDS, and 
persisted until Steve hired a 
lawyer to get them off his back. 
Then they were silent, but we real¬ 
ize now that they’d decided that he 
was never going to return to work. 

I didn’t know anything about 
this at the time. I didn’t know 
much of anything. I was only fully 
conscious about half an hour of 
the day in April, and can’t remem¬ 
ber much from that month at all - 
for which I am duly grateful. If 


Steve had asked me to go into a 
hospice, I would have wailed like 
a hound, but he never even consid¬ 
ered it. Slowly, much slower than 
ever before, I recovered from my 
opportunistic infection (crypto- 
coccal meningitis this time), per¬ 
haps to the surprise of Steve’s 
boss, and on a Tuesday in late 
September, he presented himself 
at the hospital ready to return to 
work.

He walked into an ambush, one 
of his boss’s specialties. About six 
weeks before Steve’s purge, a co¬ 
worker had been summoned into 
the office of that boss - let us call 
her She Who Must Be Obeyed - 
and fled in tears half an hour later 
never to return. She even sent a 
friend to clean out her desk. 

With her sidekick. Jack, 
Steve’s supervisor, doing most of 
the dirty work, they began to ha¬ 
rass him. “Why do you want to 
work here?” they demanded, ig¬ 
noring his answers. When he tried 
to defend some of his past com¬ 
plaints, She Who Must Be Obeyed 
spat out, “I won’t have anybody 
spewing venom in my hospital!” 
Steve picked up on the possessive 
pronoun and retreated to the direc¬ 
tor of Human Resources office. 

After a hurried consultation 
with S.W.M.B.O., who refused to 
let him on the unit.

tempt to resolve the situation. 

‘The Goddaughter’ 

S.W.M.B.O. can be forgiven 
for considering Packard Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital at Stanford (or 
CHAS, as it used to be called) her 
hospital. Although she ranks only * 
about number three in the official 
hierarchy, she’s the dominant per¬ 
sonality at the institution. 

Some years ago CHAS was a 
liberal, even feminist institution. 
This was because the president, a 
closeted gay, was strongly sup¬ 
ported by Lucille Packard, 
CHAS’s deepest pocketed bene¬ 
factor. Then Lucille died. Her 
hubby paid a huge bequest on her 
behalf - enough to fund the new 
CHAS building that bears her 
name - and then told them the 
gravy train had come to the end of 
the track and not to expect any 
more checks from Packard. 

Before Lucille was long cold, 
the president was forced to resign. 
There followed a quick purge of 
all the quiet homosexuals who had 
risen under his benevolent tute¬ 
lage; incidentally, this also re¬ 
moved many of the outspoken 
feminists. Then came a reorgani¬ 
zation. 

Before it was over, an entire 
layer of management had been 
eliminated; every single one of 
them fired, resigned, or floating 
off on a golden parachute. Only 
one remained: S.W.M.B.O. She’s 
nicknamed “The Goddaughter” 
because she’s rumored to have a 
godfather on the hospital board. It 
would certainly explain a lot. Any¬ 
way, she prospered under the new 
regime. 

Queerifying 

Given who they are, 
S.W.M.B.O. and Steve were prob¬ 
ably fated never to get along, but 
the core source of their day-to-day 
conflict was that S.W.M.B.O. 
thought she was hiring a gay - 
hopefully a nice, quiet, closeted 
gay - when in fact she was hiring 
a queer. Steve didn’t know he was 
a queer, and in fact he wasn’t one 
yet. However, he was in the queer¬ 
ifying process, which, like AIDS, 
tends to be progressive and irre¬ 
versible. The main difference is 
that it confers life instead of death. 
When S.W.M.B.O. discovered she 
had a queer on her hands, she was 
horrified. 

She discovered this only six 
weeks after Steve started on the- 
job. We had one of our last serious 
Kaposi’s Sarcoma (KS) scares. He 
went in and told S.W.M.B.O. that 
his lover had AIDS, that I might 
have to go in the hospital, and that 
Steve wanted to tell his co-work¬ 
ers what was going on. 

S.W.M.B.O. was furious. He 
should have told her this from the 
start; she would never have hired 
him if she’d known (which seems 
to show that he was rather wise to 
conceal it!). She informed him 
that it was ethically impossible for 
a partner of a PWA to be an AIDS 
social worker and that he must 
under no circumstances tell any¬ 


body anything about my condi¬ 
tion, on pain of losing his job. 

To his deep shame, Steve abid¬ 
ed by this for several years (that 
last lingering bit of well-mannered 
gay, assailed from all sides and ul¬ 
timately yielding to the unrepen¬ 
tant queer). But it made no differ¬ 
ence: from that moment on 
S.W.M.B.O. was out to get him. 

She had plenty of other reasons 
to hate him. Most of his salary was 
paid by a federal grant to fund 
home visits to hemophiliacs with 
AIDS in the South Bay and Cen¬ 
tral Valley. S.W.M.B.O. had al¬ 
ways considered this a cash cow 
pure and simple, and expected the 
worker to put in the minimum 
hours faking paperwork and spend 
the rest of the time on hospital 
business. 

Steve insisted on doing the 
work. The doctors whose patients 
he worked with constantly de¬ 
manded even more of his time. 
The patients raved about him; 
people who were afraid to come 
into CHAS and face the openly 
racist guards (Latino patients were 
routinely routed to the service en¬ 
trance or told that they really 
wanted to go the county hospital) 
hailed him as a lifesaver. 

All this just irritated 
S.W.M.B.O. She threw the prais¬ 
ing letters from doctors and pa¬ 
tients in the trash, instead of read¬ 
ing them at staff meetings and 
putting them in his file, as she did 
with people she didn’t hate. 

Furthermore, Steve had allied 
with the department’s opposition 
faction: the women of color. His 
department was divided into two 
wings. The first was the eating- 
disordered, co-dependent white 
women, who were work dumpers, 
neurotic, and highly focused on a 
mock maternal relationship with 
S.W.M.B.O. They covered for her 
and did her bidding - including 
overtime and baby-sitting - with¬ 
out question. 

The other wing was the women 
of color faction - black. Latino, 
and Asian women - and now 
Steve. I called it “the woman of 
color and fag faction.” These were 
competent, albeit feisty women, 
whose failure to kiss 
S.W.M.B.O.’s hem with appropri¬ 
ate deference was reluctantly 
overlooked because somebody 
had to do the department’s work 
while the Anglos were baby-sit¬ 
ting and snarfing expensive Palo 
Alto-land cakes and pastries. 

Ambushed again 

So as a queer, a rebel, a partner 
of a PWA; as someone who’d re¬ 
fused a direct order from her and 
then hired a lawyer to make his 
case, Steve was dead meat. The 
only question left was how to 
make the offing as painful as pos¬ 
sible. 

The Thursday meeting was a 
farce. S.W.M.B.O. showed up an 
hour and half late, and announced 
that she would answer no questions 
and engage in no dialogue, merely 
deliver a statement - which said, in

Cocktail Therapy

new picture of HIV infec¬ 
tion emerged during 1995, 
and that new understand- 
I ing has important implica¬ 
tions for anyone using or 
considering using anti-HIV drugs. 
The treatment approaches most 
commonly used today may be 
doomed to fail, and much of the 
research necessary to improve 
them isn’t happening. 

Two independent papers, one 
by Xiping Wei et al. and one by 
David Ho et al., first published in 
the January 12, 1995 issue of the 
journal Nature , suggest that 
throughout the time a person is in¬ 
fected with HIV, the virus is ac¬ 
tively and aggressively multiply¬ 
ing and the immune system is al¬ 
most as rapidly destroying viral 
particles and infected cells. The 
papers estimate that between one 
million and one billion new virus¬ 
es are created in an HIV-infected 
person’s body every day, with a 
nearly equal number destroyed by 
the immune system. With each 
cycle of viral replication, the repli¬ 
cating viruses are randomly mu¬ 
tating, resulting in a genetically 
diverse population of virus. 

In the presence of anti-viral 
therapy and attacks from the im¬ 
mune system, HIV variants are 
constantly being selected that most 
effectively survive. During the past 
year, this view of HIV disease has 
become almost universally accept¬ 
ed by leading HIV researchers and 
doctors, but the implications of 
this view for anti-viral HIV treat¬ 
ment have yet to be adopted. 

Aggressive anti-viral therapy 
as currently administered by most 
doctors generally seeks to achieve 
a moderate level of viral suppres¬ 
sion. Even the most aggressive 
doctors will generally prescribe 
only two or maybe three anti-viral 
medications, hoping to achieve a 
steady T-cell count and a some¬ 
what suppressed viral load. Clini¬ 
cal practice is then to wait, and 
when T-cells fall or other indica¬ 
tions of disease progression ap¬ 
pear, to switch to a different anti¬ 
viral therapy. 

The Nature papers suggest that 
a “wait and switch” approach to 
anti-viral therapy is not the best. 
So far, HIV has been found to 
have available mutations that can 
confer resistance to every anti- 
HIV drug yet tested. These muta¬ 
tions happen by chance: the more 
virus multiplying in your body, 
the greater the chances of a muta¬ 
tion that will give resistance to a 
drug. It is thought that prior to tak¬ 
ing any currently available anti- 
HIV drug, some percentage of the 
HIV in a person’s body is already 
somewhat resistant to that drug. 
As the drug continues to be taken. 


non-resistant virus is prevented 
from multiplying and resistant 
virus gradually replaces the non- 
resistant virus in the body, Over 
time, further mutations can hap¬ 
pen in the resistant virus popula¬ 
tion to make it even more highly 
resistant to the drug. 

Don’t wait 

“Wait and switch” may there¬ 
fore be fundamentally wrong for 
two related reasons. First, chal¬ 
lenging the virus with just one or 
two drugs makes it more likely that 
a significant amount of resistant 
virus will be present when therapy 
begins. If for example, ten percent 
of the vims in a person’s body is 
resistant to drug #1 before therapy 
begins and ten percent is resistant 
to drug #2, then about one percent 
of the vims will be resistant to 
dmg #1 and drug #2 together. Re¬ 
search to date suggests that even 
this one percent will be enough to 
repopulate the vims in the body 
with mutated resistant vims. 

The second related reason that 
“wait and switch” is likely a poor 
strategy is that once a resistant 
vims has been allowed to fully re¬ 
populated the body, the vims will 
have a higher chance of having a 
mutation resistant to a new dmg. 
Challenging the virus with one or 
two dmgs at a time makes it more 
likely for the virus to find the mu¬ 
tations necessary to confer resis¬ 
tance to each dmg. 

Some researchers are therefore 
suggesting that the most effective 
and long lasting anti-HIV effect 
will come from using a large 
“cocktail” combination of anti- 
HIV dmgs, possibly upwards of six 
or eight different agents, and start¬ 
ing dmg therapy with all these 
agents at nearly the same time. 
These researchers argue that the 
goal of anti-HIV therapy should be 
to push viral load down as close to 
zero as possible and keep it there, 
thereby reducing the chance that a 
vims will emerge having all the 
mutations necessary to overcome 
the multiple dmgs. This approach 
also hopes to minimize the destruc¬ 
tion of replicating HIV to the im¬ 
mune system. A few researchers 
have expressed the hope that if 
viral multiplication can be kept ex¬ 
tremely low for an extended time, 
for example 18 months to two 
years, the longest-lived cells in the 
body with HIV will die out or be 
killed and the disease will be cured. 

The importance of combina¬ 
tion dmg therapies in treating an 
infectious disease is not new. Ef¬ 
fective tuberculosis treatment, for 
example, depends on treatment 
with a combination of as many as 
four anti-bacterial agents, any sin¬ 
gle one of which is generally not 
effective in curing the disease. 

While this strategy is among 
the most promising scientifically, 
it is not yet being widely studied in 


patients for reasons that should 
have people with AIDS up in arms. 
Foremost is that research on many 
of the most promising dmgs for 
use in cocktail therapy is entirely 
controlled by private dmg compa¬ 
nies. These companies have shown 
little interest in cooperating with 
one another to test out their latest 
compounds in combination with 
other not-yet-approved dmgs. 
While doing so should much more 
quickly lead to identifying promis¬ 
ing cocktail treatments, the proven 
route to making large profits that 
dmg companies have chosen to 
follow is single agent dmg studies 
leading to FDA approval. The dmg 
company-created “Inter-Company 
Collaboration for AIDS Dmg De¬ 
velopment” has so far limited its 
studies to long-available dmgs, 
such as AZT and ddl, combined 
with one new compound at most, 
and has not looked at combina¬ 
tions of newly-developed dmgs. 

Federal non-guidance 

The federal government has 
not yet taken any steps to provide 
the leadership necessary to correct 
this situation. The government 
could conceivably conduct its own 
combination therapy research; 
however, the government con¬ 
ducts virtually no research on new 
anti-HIV dmgs. The government

Kaiser Care-Less 

A broad coalition of activists, including several ACT UP chapters, protested Kaiser Permanente's re¬ 
luctance to provide necessary testing and treatments for PWAs on World AIDS Day, Dec. 1, in front 
of Kaiser headquarters on Geary Blvd. 
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could also require that drug com¬ 
panies make promising new drugs 
available to academic researchers 
to conduct independent research 
into drug effectiveness and combi¬ 
nation therapies, but thus far has 
not done so. 

Equal to the harm to people 
with AIDS from the delay in test¬ 
ing combination therapies is the 
danger that a drug that might 
prove very useful and potent in 
combination with other drugs will 
not be developed because it shows 
little or no beneficial effects when 
used alone. 3TC could have been 
such a drug and it was a lucky ac¬ 
cident that 3TC was found to work 
in combination with a long-ap¬ 
proved anti-HIV drug like AZT. 
Had AZT not been approved when 
3TC was being studied (and had 
the two drug companies that 
owned the drugs not merged), 3TC 
and AZT might never have been 
studied together and 3TC research 
may have been discontinued be¬ 
fore the drug was fully developed. 


Some researchers have sug¬ 
gested that non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitors, such as 
nevirapine and delavirdine, might 
work especially well in certain 
combinations; however, interest in 
those drugs has lagged due to the 
rapid emergence of resistant virus 
when the drugs are taken alone, 
and the drugs have not been stud¬ 
ied in the most promising combi¬ 
nations. 

An important issue that must 
be addressed in discussing combi¬ 
nation therapies is negative side 
effects from drug toxicities. Some 
combinations may be . not be us¬ 
able because of additive toxicities. 
However, it is also possible that 
using smaller amounts of a num¬ 
ber of different drugs may de¬ 
crease the occurrence of negative 
side effects. In either case, ques¬ 
tions regarding both the effective¬ 
ness and toxicities of multiple 
combinations cannot be answered 
until the combinations are studied. 

And unless people with AIDS 
take action to insure those studies 
take place, promising treatment 
options may be lost or long de¬ 
layed. ▼

30s who has abused crystal for 
many years and who spoke to the 
Bay Area Reporter on condition 
of anonymity, said about inpatient 
care, “All it means is that I’ll stay 
clean and sober for those 30 days 
- or 60 or 180, or however long 
the program lasts. 

“The dealers will be calling 
me up the first day I’m home.” 

‘They might as 
well be men' 

Schade said that the drug has 
taken hold among gay males be¬ 
cause there is no other tonic like it 
for losing one’s sexual inhibi¬ 
tions. “Amphetamines, universal¬ 
ly, give a person a sense of well¬ 
being,” he said. “If people have 
problems with self-esteem issues 
it corrects a lot of that. It has a 
way of reducing or obliterating 
inhibitions in someone, particu¬ 
larly in gay men who are sexually 
inhibited. This is a real problem 
in our society making it a real 
wonder drug for gay men. 

“You almost cannot separate 
the sexual component from the 
usage of crystal methampheta- 
mine in the gay community.” The 
same holds true for women who 
have shown up at CMA meetings, 
he said. “When we listen to their 
stories, they might as well be 
men.” 

Schade described himself as a 
functioning addict for many years 
until after his lover died. “It 
works very efficiently at stopping 
one’s feelings. You don’t feel. 
That’s when I started losing con¬ 
trol.” As with any serious sub¬ 
stance abuse, addicts are ticking 
time bombs. After three days of 
no sleep, which often occurs with 
meth usage, psychosis is natural 
enough, Schade said. With crystal 


meth in your system it is in¬ 
evitable, many times with tragic 
affects. 

“John” painted a similar pic¬ 
ture, saying he turned to meth 
with a vengeance a few months 
after his lover, who shot up crys¬ 
tal meth for many years off and 
on, died of AIDS. He said he 
threw away a successful youth 
counseling career, the respect of 
his family who thought they had 
witnessed the last of his addic¬ 
tion, and numerous lifelong 
friendships after a six-month 
crystal binge that culminated in 
his second drug possession con¬ 
viction in three years. He said his 
crystal-induced paranoia drove 
him to intense jealousies, includ¬ 
ing weaving elaborate tales about 
different members of his circle of 
friends to drive a wedge through 
them - some of which last to this 
day. 

“I become a predator when 
I’m high,” he said. 

“I ignored all the help that was 
available to me in the community.

essence, that Steve was clinically 
unfit to provide services due to 
mental instability, as evidenced by 
his outspoken anger at his bosses. 
This was patently absurd, but it 
was also the only way she could 
justify keeping him off the job. It 
was also, if unchallenged, the kiss 
of death to his career. 

After some back and forth be¬ 
tween our lawyer and Myra, a deal 
was cut. Steve would allow them 
to talk to his shrink; if said shrink 
declared him fit, he would be al¬ 
lowed back on the job. Steve was 
apprehensive. He called to make 
sure there were no extra condi¬ 
tions and asked them to call if 
there were. No call came. The 
next Tuesday he sailed into work. 

And into another ambush. 
S.W.M.B.O. and Jack pulled him 
into a room and told him he had 
to sign a “contract” before he 
could work. The “contract” was a 
combination confession (i.e., “I 
will no longer use violent or 
threatening behavior”), gag rule, 
and special protocol designed to 
make him fireable in a month, 
max. He withdrew to consult 
with his lawyer, and we decided 
he’d been “constructively termi¬ 
nated,” de facto fired. He sched¬ 
uled a last meeting to cash out his 
benefits. 

And would you believe it, they 
ambushed us again! The first thing 
we asked, of course, was about 
COBRA. I was rather smug about 
it; I planned to extend my insur¬ 
ance for the full 29 months (18 


I tried to date clean, but I felt out 
of practice, and getting high 
helped me loosen up. I went to 
tweaker bars, then hotel rooms 
[rented for all-night parties], then 
I started having black-outs.” 

After depleting his savings, he 
began stealing prescription drugs 
in order to “trade,” driving anyone 
within shouting distance away 
when they objected. Soon it was 
the director of his counseling cen¬ 
ter peppering “John” with ques¬ 
tions about his behavior and his 
absences during the day, for hours 
at a time. 

Today “John,” who was fired 
from that job, is working on a cer¬ 
tificate that will allow him to find 
work as a substance abuse coun¬ 
selor. T

plus the 11-month COBRA exten¬ 
sion) and have the state pay for it 
- a great deal for them since it 
meant that MediCal wouldn’t 
have to pick up my staggering 
monthly drug bill. “Oh, no. Do¬ 
mestic partners can’t have 
COBRA benefits,” they said 
smugly. “Look at the manual.” 
(They just happened to have one 
nearby, open to the appropriate 
page.) 

My world was spinning. I had 
faced up to the prospect of being 
broke, but not of losing my insur¬ 
ance. Sure I had MediCal, but 
who knew how long it would be 
around? While it wasn’t quite a 
sentence of death, it was a sure 
promise of hardship. I clutched 
the table with trembling hands. 

Steve, god bless him, was read¬ 
ing the document. “It says here 
that former partners aren’t cov¬ 
ered, which clearly means that 
‘current’ partners are.” Their 
smiles faded. A runner was dis¬ 
patched to fetch the master book, 
a binder the size of three phone 
books. Yes, this book made it clear 
that I was screwed. But Steve re¬ 
ferred it to our lawyer (John Sin- 
dell, a real gem), who forced them 
to back down. 

We’re suing CHAS. We hope 
they settle out of court, because 
taking the case to trial, while like¬ 
ly to yield a large sum (the “con¬ 
tract” they wanted him to sign is 
evidence enough to assure that), 
would take several years to win, 
and I probably don’t have several 
years. Oh well, that’s the point of 
persecuting PWAs; they don’t 
linger around to bear you a 
grudge. T

As the 
number of destinations and vaca¬ 
tioners increases, publications 
spring up to cover the burgeoning 
gay travel market. But what makes 
“gay travel distinctive? 

“Sometimes being gay is very 
important to the decisions we make 
about travel, and sometimes it’s en¬ 
tirely irrelevant,” says Billy Kolber, 
editor of the gay travel newsletter 
Out & About. While places like San 
Francisco, Key West and Province- 
town have long been known as gay 
destinations, gay travelers are in¬ 
creasingly opting for less gay-spe¬ 
cific vacation spots, he says. 

“We see virtually the entire 
world as potential destinations for 
gay travelers,” says Kolber. ‘There 
are very few places gay people 
don’t travel to either for business or 
pleasure. We see covering that 
world as our mission.” 

Out & About publishes its 16- 
page, two-color newsletter ten 
times a year, out of New York. In 
addition to feature stories about 
travel spots, the magazine rates 
guesthouses and restaurants around 
the world. And not all of those 
venues are gay. 

‘The majority of the hotels we 
write about are not exclusively gay 
places, but places where a gay cou¬ 
ple of single person could feel 
comfortable not having to hide

New Show is Uneasy Blend of 'Les Miz' and 'La Cage' 

‘Kiss’ Turns a Dream Into a Nightmare

W ith all the show tunes, 
manly prison drama 
and quippy one-liners, 
you’d think that Kiss of 
the Spider Woman, the award¬ 
winning opus that opened last 
week at the Orpheum Theatre, 
would be a Broadway queen’s 
dream come true. Well, sometimes 
dreams are nightmares set in 
South American prisons replete 
with splashy production numbers. 

The problem with Kiss of. the 
Spider Woman, based on Manuel 
PUig’s novel and more widely 
known as the 1985 film starring 
Raul Julia and William Hurt, is 
that it wants to be too much. The 
musical’s creative team is an im¬ 
pressive j>ne, with perhaps a few 
too many stars. Composer John 
Kander, lyricist Fred Ebb (whose 
work together includes Cabaret, 
Chicago and almost the entire 
Liza Minnelli oeuvre) and gay 
book author/playwright Terrence 
McNally {Love! Valor! Compas¬ 
sion! ) along with director Harold 
Prince, who went from Sond¬ 
heim’s Company to loose Phan¬ 
tom of the Opera on the world, 
have taken Puig’s tense, political¬ 
ly and sexually charged tale of a 
gay man’s encounter with a 
straight prisoner in a Latin Ameri¬ 
can jail and turned it into an un¬ 
easy blend of Les Miserables and 
La Cage aux Folles. 

The disgruntled and oh-so- 
butch prisoners repeat (and repeat 
and repeat) the Kander and Ebb 
version of “Nobody Knows” called 
“Over the Wall.” Life in prison is 


hell, the guards torture the prison¬ 
ers unmercifully, the warden is cor¬ 
rupt and Molina, a gay window 
dresser imprisoned on a charge of 
corrupting a minor, has a new cell¬ 
mate in Valentin, a revolutionary 
who refuses to relinquish the 
names of his compatriots. So much 
for the Les Miz part of the story. 

The La Cage section kicks in 
when Molina, in an effort to free 
his mind, if not his body, of his 
shackles, loses himself in his cine¬ 
matic memories. His favorite ac¬ 
tress is a torchy ’40s diva known 
only as Aurora. When Molina 
plays out a scene from one of her 
trashy B-movies, Kiss of the Spi¬ 
der Woman becomes a show that 


is actually engaging. 

Unfortunately, McNally and 
company have to work in the actu¬ 
al Spider Woman motif. Whenever 
anyone in the prison dies, Aurora 
shows up wearing a web-covered 
gown and sings about how the 
soon-to-die man must kiss her spi¬ 
der lips. This is where fantasy and 
reality are supposed to collide, but 
the result is really and fantastical¬ 
ly ludicrous. 

Chita works - 
but not that hard 

Venerable Broadway trooper 
Chita Rivera is the one thing in the 
show that works, and even she 
doesn’t work that hard. As stars 


get older, they wisely surround 
themselves with beefy chorus 
boys who do an awful lot of lifting 
and running about, thus conceal¬ 
ing the fact that the star doesn’t 
have to do much more than extend 
a finely shaped leg a few times 
and keep up for a few rounds of 
huffy-puffy line dancing. 

Rivera looks stunning in her 
bobbed wig and gorgeous, campy 
costumes (by Florence Klotz), but 
her character has no character. Au¬ 
rora may be a “real” actress in old 
movies, but the Aurora of this 
show is the fantasy of a gay man 
in prison. All she has to do is show 
up and be fabulous, which Rivera 
does with panache. 

But then she has to turn into 
the Spider Woman and crawl 
around on the massive jail-bars set 
in a safety harness and coax tor¬ 
tured men to die. Rivera won a 
Tony Award for this cipher of a 
role and has been doing it for the 
past four years. Right about now 
even her past flops like Bring 
Back Birdie are probably starting 
to look pretty good. 

Director Prince’s showmanship 
provides the fluid, cinematic pac¬ 
ing he brought to Evita, a show 
Kiss resembles mightily but with 
many more prison sets. What 
Prince does not contribute is a

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tary competition. (Rob and Jeff 
must really have crossed Aiva 
Nidnacs somewhere along the 
line. How else to explain the 
omission of these most important 
locals from last year’s Out There 
50? You the readers are more dis¬ 
cerning; they’ll definitely receive 
recognition this time.) 

Also among the docs is Bar¬ 
bara Hammer’s autobiographical 
Tender Fictions. Hammer, who 
had just jetted back to New York 
from South Africa, where she’s 
become involved with the emerg¬ 
ing lesbian/gay community there, 
told Out There she’d decided to 
“construct an autobiography be¬ 
fore someone does it for me.” Has 
she taken liberties with the truth? 
If not she’s certainly had a wild 
life. Hammer says Tender in¬ 
cludes scenes in which she robs an 
American Express bank in Moroc¬ 
co with a Swiss army, accosts a 
shepherd in a field on Internation¬ 
al Women’s Day and tap dances 
on Shirley Temple’s star on Holly¬ 
wood Boulevard. 

Oh yes, Sundance is also 
screening Todd Verow’s Frisk, 
a.k.a. the movie with the heart of 
cold. SF may have forsaken the 
gay serial-killer pic, but it’s being 
embraced elsewhere. It’s headed

sense of dramatic pacing. When 
the politically charged Valentin 
starts getting into the anthem ‘The 
Day After That,” you expect big, 
powerful, important things to hap¬ 
pen as the song builds. 

So what happens? A few peas¬ 
ants holding framed photographs 
and fake candles wear a lot of 
clothes and try to fill up the stage. 
What should be an important 
“raise the barricades and fight the 
bastards” moment falls flat. 

Too-zingy one-liners 

Leading actors Dorian Hare- 
wood, as Valentin, and Juan Chio- 
ran, as Molina, are dutiful and do 
the best they can with McNally’s 
one-liners that would be too zingy 
even for the Broadway musical 
version of Wigstock. Both actors 
have fine vbices, but Kander and 
Ebb’s largely forgettable score 
doesn’t give them much to work 
with in character-establishing 
songs like “Dressing Them Up” or 
“She’s a Woman.” 

The one affecting song is the 
quartet “Dear One” sung by Moli¬ 
na and Valentin in prison and 
Molina’s mother (Merle Louise) 
and Valentin’s girlfriend (Lauren 
Goler-Kosarin) on the outside. 

The best moments in this Kiss 
are Rivera’s kitschy production 
numbers “Where You Are,” 
“Gimme Love” and “Russian 
Movie/Good Times.” Chorus boys 
throb, Rivera poses and feathered 
costumes flutter. The show tunes 
swing and some life enters the old 
cellblock. 

When Molina and Aurora fi¬ 
nally come together in the fantasy- 
collides-with-reality finale, Moli¬ 
na shouts “viva” this and “viva” 
that. You almost hope he’ll shout, 
“Viva Las Vegas!” and Rivera will 
come downstage and join him in a 
tribute to Lola Falana. Just about 
anything would be preferable to 
the empty dramatic shell that Kiss 
of the Spider Woman's star-stud¬ 
ded creative team tries to pass off 
as important musical theater. T

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Soviets Persecuted Director Sergei Paradjanov for Homosexuality 

Time Passes ‘Shadows’ By

S hadows of Forgotten An¬ 
cestors, the 1964 film 
from Armenian director 
Sergei Paradjanov, is a 
prime example of how carelessly 
the word “masterpiece” is thrown 
around. Hyperbole for Shadows 
has been practiced since its pre¬ 
miere, more perhaps for the 
drama of the filmmaker’s life 
than for the merits of the movie. 

Paradjanov (1924-1990) was 
many things - painter, musician, 
filmmaker, singer and sodomite. 
Shadows of Forgotten Ancestors, 
his most celebrated work, won 
kudos at several international 
film festivals and the esteem of 
thousands. The Soviet govern¬ 
ment, however, objected to its 
decadence and political symbol¬ 
ism. Paradjanov was subsequent¬ 
ly marked, watched, persecuted 
and blacklisted. He managed only- 
one more film in the 1960s, the 
visually sumptuous Color of 
Pomegranates. 

In 1974, he was sentenced to 
six years hard labor under Article 
121 of the Soviet Criminal Code. 
His crime was homosexuality. It 
might be tempting to claim him 
as martyr on a par with Oscar 
Wilde, but his case included 
black marketing, accusations of 
political dissidence, spreading 
venereal disease and a incorrigi¬ 
ble hankering for diamonds and 
antique furniture. No doubt many 
charges were manufactured by a 
rabidly homophobic society, but 
by all accounts Paradjanov was 
difficult. At a meeting in New 
York, he stared at film historian 
Vito Russo’s butt and called him 
a “fourth-class homosexual.” 
This was followed by a hearty 
hug. 

With rising international 
protests, Paradjanov was released 


from prison in 1978. Still, he was 
denied an exit visa, sold his old 
possessions to survive and was 
imprisoned again in 1982. Under 
Gorbachev’s glasnost, he was 
permitted to resume his career as 
film director in 1985 with The 
Legend of Suram Fortress. Un¬ 
bowed by political terrorism, 
Paradjanov gave this project a ho¬ 
moerotic tinge alongside the cus¬ 
tomary visual excesses. His auto¬ 
biographical film. Confession, 
was never completed, and he died 
in 1990 at 66 of lung cancer. 

Inexplicable praise 
and damnation 

The critics’ praising and gov¬ 
ernment’s damning of Shadows 
of Forgotten Ancestors both seem 
nearly inexplicable 31 years later. 
Shadows is a Romeo and Juliet 
tale of warring families and lost 


love set in a 19th-century 
Carpathian mountain village. Its 
ability to incite Ukrainian nation¬ 
alism, as was claimed by the So¬ 
viet government, would seem 
limited. The primary strengths of 
Shadows are ethnographic as 
Paradjanov invests extended time 
on music, dance, clothing, wor¬ 
ship and a vivid wedding ceremo¬ 
ny. 

The uncommon glimpse of an 
isolated time and place may ac¬ 
count for the film’s heady recep¬ 
tion. The tale’s inept execution, 
however, is hard to ignore. Bely¬ 
ing the spirit of realism and cul¬ 
tural fidelity, Paradjanov uses 
something akin to headlights to 
illuminate his scenes. More than 
once badly placed light casts the 
camera’s shadow into the action. 
A rainstorm appears to occupy a 
square yard and drench only one 


actor. At andther moment, some¬ 
one out of* camera range was 
flicking an overhead light on and 
off to simulate lightning. This 
may be quibbling, but it’s no fun 
to be distracted by technique and 
method. 

Paradjanov shows no more 
skill with his actors. The leading 
players are upstaged by bright 
colors, jumpy editing and a cam¬ 
era hell-bent on swirling in cir¬ 
cles or peeking through the bush¬ 
es. His actors sometimes look in 
odd directions, apparently for 
cues, and then exit abruptly. 

Yes, the images of cinematog¬ 
rapher Yuri Ilyenko can be gor¬ 
geous, as when a wooden barge 
consumes the entire screen then 
recedes down a darkened river. 
The music is sometimes intoxi¬ 


cating. But so many Monty 
Python parodies later, it may be 
hard to stifle a few giggles as one 
man lunges toward the camera 
with an ax to be followed by red 
dye oozing over the lens. It is 
even harder to muster much emo¬ 
tional involvement in such a self- 
conscious enterprise. Movies age, 
some better than others. The cof¬ 
fee-table prettiness and various 
other assets of Shadows of For¬ 
gotten Ancestors strain after 
years of myth building. T

Once again Vaguely adapts and 
directs, this time from the 1966 
film starring Rosalind Russell and 
Hayley Mills about two girls at a 
Catholic boarding school whose 
shenanigans drive the Mother Su¬ 
perior and the other nuns crazy. 

Like all Sick and Twisted pro¬ 
ductions, The Trouble with Angels 
is a campy and bizarre near-repli¬ 
ca of the film. Jazizi Capuccino 
dons Catholic schoolgirl duds to 
play mischievous Mary Clancy 
(the Hayley Mills role), who has 
already been booted out of a host 
of other private schools. Evan 
Brenner plays her cohort Rachel 
Devery. 

Basically, the film (and play) 
highlight a series of essentially 
harmless schemes perpetrated by 
the duo, including the building of 


a nonremovable plaster mask on 
Mary’s cousin (Lil’ Seanetta) and 
a long-term, secret smoking 
binge that puts the school in a fire 
panic. 

Unfortunately, this production 
lacks the pizzazz of a typical Sick 
and Twisted adaptation. In fact, 
it’s rather sedate by any standard. 
Missing are the rude sexual over¬ 
tones - and any take on this film 
could be ripe with them - and the 
physical comedy that Vaguely 
generally fashions so well. As a 
result, the show drags along, rely¬ 
ing a little too much on the audi¬ 
ence’s knowledge of the film. 

Another weakness is the cast. 
Instead of using his usual princi¬ 
pal players, Vaguely has cast their 
back-ups in lead roles. It shows. 
Line flubs and occasional giggles 
are not uncommon in Sick and 
Twisted productions, but these 
performers fall out of sync on a

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punk girl (if you’re in Tribe 8) dri¬ 
ving across the country. You pull 
into a truck stop to take a leak. In 
the rest room, stupid people harass 
you, mistaking your gender and 
thinking that you’ve got the wrong 
bathroom. Annoying? You bet. 

So leave it to Tribe 8 to write a 
smart punk song about it. Mixing 
aggravation with sarcasm has be¬ 
come Tribe 8’s calling card, and 
this song is no exception. 
Breedlove taunts her antagonists 
with great lines such as, “Yeah, 
my hair’s pink. I’m the missing 
link; you don’t have a missing- 
link bathroom!” Later, she sings, 
“Simple minds know two kinds, 
and I’m number three; you and 
Rush don’t know shit about me, so 
let me pee.” 

While it’s by far the best track 
on the EP, the other tunes, which 
were all recorded live, aren’t bad 
either. “Radar Love” is a fantastic 
version of the 1972 Golden Ear¬ 
ring hit. Another cover, “Ice 
Cream Man,” is a slower number, 
while the fast and driving “Manip¬ 
ulate” showcases the band as the 
all-out dyke punks you’ve come to 
know and love. 


The Blue Dpi—Spool Forka Dish 
(Columbia) 


A lthough I get free cas¬ 
settes and CDs sent to me 
all the time, the sad truth 
of the matter is that most 
of them are shit. Occasionally 
though, something shows up that 
amazes me—something that grabs 
me by the ears and hurls me to the 
ground. This is exactly what hap¬ 
pened upon my first listen to The 
Blue Up? 

A swirling maelstrom of lay¬ 
ered female vocals and ethereal 


guitars. Spool Forka Dish is a ver¬ 
itable masterpiece. Since the 
album appeared mysteriously in 
my mailbox—with no bio, no 
photo, and no press kit—I had no 
idea who this magical band was. 
Some friends from Minnesota fi¬ 
nally filled in the blanks: The Blue 
Up? is an all-female trio from 
Minneapolis led by silver-haired 
singer-guitarist Rachael Olson. 
Though they’ve been around for 
over ten years, they just got signed 
to Columbia last year, who appar¬ 
ently had no idea how to market 
the band. They’ve since been 
dropped by the label, and are still 
languishing in obscurity, despite 
the fact that the album came out 
over six months ago. 

Along with drummer Renee 


Bracchi and bassist Carolyn Rush, 
The Blue Up? creates a sound 
that’s difficult to label—which is 
exactly the idea. Ethereal rock is 
the best tag I could come up with. 
“Breathe You Out” is a furious 
rocker made distinctive by 
Rachael’s unique voice, which 
evokes either Kate Bush or 
Siouxsie Sioux, depending on 
which part of the verse you’re 
talking about. “Beautiful Hysteri¬ 
cal” is an intense acoustic song, 
while “Blasting XTC” is a loopy, 
chirpy ode to XTC (the band, not 
the drug). 

Rapturous, spiritual, beautiful, 
dreamy, haunting, psychedelic— 
these are all adjectives that could 
be applied to The Blue Up? This 
album should be huge. It should 


be the biggest thing since sliced 
bread—or at least since the Cran¬ 
berries. It should sell gazillions of 
copies because it is so damn good. 
Yet it seems like I’m the only one 
who’s ever heard it. Trust me, this 
is a travesty. Go out and buy this 
record now. 

Menswear —Nuisance (London) 

O kay, look. I’ll fess up. 
Menswear earns a place 
in my CD player for hor¬ 
monal reasons more than 
anything else. I like them for the 
same reason I was enthralled by 
Duran Duran as a teenager: the 
band is frighteningly good-look¬ 
ing. And—oh yeah—the music’s 
not bad either. 

Snotty brats with great fashion 
sense, Menswear encompass all 
that is both endearing and annoying 
about Brit-pop. You want to like 


them because they’re young and 
pretty, and they write bright, guitar- 
based pop songs that are catchy 
enough to hum in your sleep. At the 
same time, though, they verily reek 
of pretentious attitude, not to men¬ 
tion the fact that there’s nothing 
original about their ripping off the 
best that British rock has offered up 
over the past 30 years. 

“Sleeping In” sounds sort of 
like the Beatles, while “Holly¬ 
wood Girl” recalls Squeeze. Else¬ 
where, shades of Wire, the Kinks, 
and the Jam make themselves ap¬ 
parent. Think of them as sort of 
the male version of Elastica, 
though that’s probably not doing 
Justine’s band any justice. While 
there may not be anything espe¬ 
cially inventive about Menswear, 
they do fulfill their roles beautiful¬ 
ly as future Tiger Beat pin-ups. 
And hey, if Blur and Suede can do 
it, why can’t they? ▼

Welcome Wonder

F or serious opera lovers 
these are sadly decadent 
times. Producers and di¬ 
rectors often delight in 
rewriting the stories of operas they 
are supposed to be serving, and 
they habitually ruin any purely 
musical moments, like overtures 
and interludes, with gratuitous 
stage business. 

Musically, things are not much 
better. A generation of singers has 
come along which apparently be¬ 
lieves that simply reproducing the 
words and notes of their parts on 
stage is all they have to do. And, 
alas, an increasing number of con¬ 
ductors seem either unwilling, or 
unable, to generate emotionally 
satisfying performances - from ei¬ 
ther the orchestra or the singers. 
(Not that many music critics are 
doing their jobs any better: a dis¬ 
tressing number of them seem to 
have no idea that there is an objec¬ 
tive way to evaluate singing, or 
that a critic should not listen with 
his eyes.) 

All of which is why the open¬ 
ing performance of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera’s new production of 
Antonin Dvorak’s Rusalka Sun¬ 
day afternoon (November 26) was 
nothing short of a wonder. The 
physical production, originally by 
Gunther Schneider-Siemssen with 
costumes by Dietmar Solt, was as 
ravishing to the eye as it was ap¬ 
propriate to Dvorak’s soulful, col¬ 
orful score. And under the leader¬ 
ship of principal guest conductor 
Sir Charles Mackerras (who was 
leading Rusalka for the first time 
in his career), the musical perfor¬ 
mances could hardly have been 
better. Certainly the orchestra has 
not sounded this good all season. 
Rhythms were precise and alive; 
phrases had definite beginnings, 
middles and ends; and time after 
time an instrumental timbre point¬ 
ed up the exact emotional color of 
a scene on stage. Even the oboes 
played musically and with a rich, 
warm sound. 

Fortunately, almost all the 
singers were superb. Perhaps the 
biggest surprise of the afternoon 
was tenor Sergei Larin (the 
Prince), who truly sounded the 
way a fairy-tale prince should 
sound: ardent, heroic and with 
enough gleaming high notes to kill 
a dragon or wake up any sleeping 
princess. 

Touching portrayal 

Not that anyone, on stage or 
off, was sleeping through this per¬ 
formance. Not with soprano 
Renee Fleming (Rusalka) offering 
one of the most complete, well- 
rounded and touching portrayals 
of any character seen at the War 
Memorial Opera House this sea¬ 
son. Her third act was heartbreak¬ 
ing. Though Fleming’s voice 
sounded as sumptuous as ever 
when she was singing strongly or 


in the upper part of her range, a 
fluttering or breathy quality some¬ 
times marred her middle voice and 
soft singing. Still, most sopranos 
would kill for such a voice. Given 
Fleming’s artistry, it seems down¬ 
right curmudgeonly to complain 
that local operagoers were not 
given the chance to see the great 
Gabriela Benackova as Rusalka, a 
role that might have been written 
for her, during as least some of the 
performances. 

As the witch Jezibaba, mezzo 
Felicity Palmer was an unalloyed 
delight, displaying a dark, rich 
chest voice that was equally capa¬ 
ble of cackling with the best of 
’em, or phrasing sensitively and 
Compassionately - depending on 
what Dvorak wanted. 

Both bass-baritones Philip 
Skinner (the Water Spirit) and 
Bojan Knezevic (the Hunter) were 
effective, and tenor Michel 
Senechal (the Gamekeeper) and 
mezzo Zheng Cao (the Kitchen 
Boy) were delightful. Sopranos 


Nicolle Foland and Kristin Clay¬ 
ton, plus mezzo Pamela Dillard, 
contributed strongly to the perfor¬ 
mance as the three Wood Nymphs. 

Unfortunately, an unruly, harsh 
top to her voice ruined soprano 
Stephanie Sundine’s Foreign 
Princess. 

The last performance of Rusal¬ 
ka will be broadcast live on KDFC 
102.1 FM, Sunday afternoon, De¬ 
cember 10. The broadcast begins 
at 1:30 p.m.; the opera starts at 2 
p.m. Following the performance, 
at 5:45 p.m., the War Memorial 
Opera House doors will be open to 
the general public for a party in 
the North, Central and South Lob¬ 
bies, with champagne, dessert, en¬ 
tertainment and door prizes. ▼

Is There Life After Drag? 

Charles Pierce Interviews Charles Pierce

F rom 1954 to 1990, Charles 
Pierce entertained night¬ 
club goers from London to 
Hawaii. For six years he 
and his partner, Rio Dante, per¬ 
formed at The Gilded Cage on 
Ellis Street in San Francisco. He 
co-starred with Harvey Fierstein 
in Torch Song Trilogy. He can be 
seen acting on Designing Women, 
Wonder Woman and other televi¬ 
sion reruns. He has several videos 
out in stores. He recently turned 
down an offer to return to show 
biz in a play headed for Broadway, 
saying it was simply “too much 
work.” 

Today, Mr. Pierce lives by him¬ 
self in North Hollywood, drives a 
10-year-old car, has no pets, “not 
even a goldfish.” If anyone is in¬ 
terested, he has a Victorian house 
for sale in Watertown, New York. 
“Gay couples are moving there, 
believe it or not.” Since he is 
known for talking to himself at 
great lengths, Bay Area Reporter 
asked him if he would put some 
thoughts down on paper. The fol¬ 
lowing are the salient excerpts 
from his lengthy bout of intro¬ 
spection. 


Charles: When was the last time 
you were in drag? What show? 

Pierce: No show. I went to Phyllis 
Diller’s Halloween Party, not in 
’95 but in ’94, as Norma 
Desmond. I went with Bea Arthur, 
who also dressed as Norma 
Desmond. We caused quite a stir. 

Charles: But when was your last 
stage performance? 

Pierce: June 1994. I appeared in 
New York at “Town Hall” with an 
impersonation show that included 
Charles Busch, Milton Berle, the 
Grand Court of New York and 
their guest, Jose Sarria. Also 
Randy Allen, who did Bette Davis 
as she looked in later life. Oh, the 
sadness of it all. The Gods can be 
cruel. Randy died 12 months later. 
His Bette Davis character was in 
an off-Broadway play and he re¬ 
hearsed right up to the first pre¬ 
view but was unable to go on. He 
was replaced by a woman. As 
good as she might be, no woman 
can replace a man doing Bette 
Davis. The show opened and only 
ran four nights. 

Charles: How did you get started 
in the biz? 


Pierce: I began my nightclub ca¬ 
reer in September 1954. That was 
the year Elvis hit mainstream au¬ 
diences. I hit the stage of a little 
club in Altadena, California called 
Club La Vie. I worked in a tux with 
a box of props - a headband for 
Bette at a dressing room table or 
one of those pith helmets for Kate 
Hepburn in The African Queen. 
Naturally, I enhanced it with yards 
of veiling. I was paid the enor¬ 
mous sum of $75 a week and an 
evening meal, which consisted of 
a hamburger. 

Charles: What’s the difference be¬ 
tween a drag queen and an imper¬ 
sonator? 


Pierce: When I started working in 
drag I wore gowns in keeping with 
my characters and the makeup. 
“Full-face,” as we used to say, was 
never overdone. No huge lips, glit¬ 
ter on the eyelids, rouge. I was an 
impersonator and not a “drag 
queen.” Up to the late ’80s, the 
performers who worked the clubs 
and theaters in drag were Lynne 
Carter, T.C. Jones, Craig Russell, 
Dame Edna, Divine, Big Jimmy, 
Fel Andrews, Arthur Blake and 


myself. We were never drag 
queens. Then, a drag queen was 
not an entertainer but someone 
who had a job other than show biz, 
who came home from work, got 
himself up in some outlandish 
costume or frock and went sailing 
off to a party or a drag ball. There 
is an odd line there, I know, but I 
will always draw it. 

Charles: What would you say was 
your greatest failing? 

Pierce: Trusting a lover. Trusting a 
lover with my love. That’s why I 
am “living alone and I like it.” 
That was a Sophie Tucker number 
and Bette Davis had a song out 
called “Single.” Living alone is 
OK for a while but it is nice “to 
have a man around the house.” 
Another song from my era. 

Charles: Of course you’re not the 
only gay man who lives alone. I 
agree with you about lovers and 
the problem with keeping a lover.

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stream press automatically mean a 
dilution of lesbian-ness? 

Being possessed of many ques¬ 
tions and no answers I decided 
that it was time for a quest, at least 
by phone. Perhaps lesbian writers 
and publishers, women with a 
compelling interest in the ques¬ 
tions that I was asking, could pro¬ 
vide the answers. 

When I ask my question about 
lesbian loyalty, I get a blunt re¬ 
sponse from Barbara Grier of 
Naiad Press. “When you ask about 
lesbian loyalty, I think it’s silly.” 
Grier argues that the real question 
is not one of loyalty, but of what 
the smaller presses have to offer 
that is missing in the mainstream. 
“Small presses offer service; we 
treat our authors like human be¬ 
ings, and our books stay in print.” 

Grier thinks that the larger 
presses are largely indifferent to 
their product - books - and igno¬ 
rant of it. She sees very little, if 
any, hands-on editing at main¬ 
stream houses. “Years ago,” she 
says, “the most prestigious thing 
was to be published by a small 
press, and the quality of the edit¬ 
ing had a great deal to do with" 
that. But now, writers are seduced 
by a different kind of prestige; 
they worry that they won’t be re¬ 
viewed in the New York Times, that 
they won’t be in every airport in 
America. Authors are like actors, 
like a ten year old standing at the 
fence, bouncing up and down cry¬ 
ing choose me.” 

Money not the issue 

I wonder about the money. Is 
the dream of the great fortune to 
be made in the mainstream part 
of its charm? Grier insists that 
“money is not really the issue. Al¬

though lesbian houses cannot 
offer huge advances, remember 
that they are advances against fu¬ 
ture royalties. A lesbian writer 
can make as much in royalties at 
Naiad as at a mainstream house.” 
For Grier, then, my questions are 
not relevant to the real issue, 
which is the quality of service 
that small presses offer to the 
-writer. 

Lee Boojamra of Rising Tide 
Press echoes Grier’s comments 
about the quality of editing at a 
small press. She and partner Alice 
Frier do hands-on editing, and, un¬ 
like mainstream presses, they 
“will work without a contract if a 
manuscript shows promise. We are 
willing to go through the fourth or 
fifth draft if necessary.” 

Boojamra sees her role as pro¬ 
viding her writers a reality check. 
“Lesbian presses have a more real¬ 
istic view,” she says. “Lesbian 
writers have a dream, but they 
don’t have a global view or politi¬ 
cal sense of the marketplace. They 
think that with a mainstream 
press, they’ll have a better chance 
for a review in the New York 
Times. 

“Most writers are not aware 
that big presses lack interest in or 
awareness of marketing this work. 
I understand that authors are 
afraid of being cubby-holed,” she 
says, but argues that the real dan¬ 
ger is not the ghetto, but the re¬ 
mainder table. A singular contri¬ 
bution of lesbian presses to writers 
and readers, Boojamra says, is 
that “small press books stay in 
print. They are not remaindered 
and they don’t disappear after a 
year or two.” 

Author stands 
by her press 

Jean Stewart is the author of 
three novels, all published by Ris¬ 
ing Tide. “It’s a political act to put 
your [lesbian] characters out 
there,” she insists. She’s been told 
that if she left out the sex and the 
sexuality, she could move to the 
mainstream, but, she asks “what 
would be the point? Look at 
what’s being published in main¬ 
stream houses. Not lesbian books, 
but books written by lesbians, 
with sexuality minimized. Sure, 
that’s the writer’s choice, but why 
is sexuality not there in so many 
mainstream books? Isn’t it more 
likely that someone at the press is 
uncomfortable with lesbian sexu¬ 
ality?” 

Stewart believes that “I would¬ 
n’t be able to write the kind of 
story I wanted to at a mainstream 
press.” She doesn’t think the move 
to the mainstream is a question of 
disloyalty, and she understands the 
temptation involved in “the possi¬ 
bility of attaining the dream of 
earning a living as a writer.” 

But she worries about the ef¬ 
fect on the spirit when writers 
leave lesbian houses. “If the sexu¬ 
ality is hidden, or if characters are 
not sexual, they’re assumed to be 
straight. It’s too easy for lots of 
gays and lesbians to pass as 
straight. If, as a writer, you choose 
to pass, then you attain your 
dream at the price of your soul. I 


don’t think that lesbian presses 
should go out of business - these 
are dangerous times with gays and 
lesbians at the top of the list of 
scapegoats.” 

What the 

mainstream offers 

Leslea Newman has been pub¬ 
lished by several presses, from 
New Victoria to Putnam. “I 
haven’t made lots of money with 
lesbian presses,” says Newman, 
“but I’ve made a career.” 

According to Newman, main¬ 
stream presses usually start a book 
in hard cover - which means li¬ 
brary sales, a higher cover price 
and a wider audience. Lesbian 
presses start all or most of their 
books in paperback. And the larg¬ 
er advances mainstream publish¬ 
ers offer can give a writer the lux¬ 
ury of concentrating on the art and 
craft of writing. As for editing, 
“I’ve had extraordinary editors at 
both small and large presses,” she 
says.

Newman argues that the ques¬ 
tion of loyalty is too simplistic. 
“Each book has its own home. My 
job as a writer is to find it.” Not 
that she isn’t aware of her position 
as a lesbian writer. “We all help 
each other. Sales in the main¬ 
stream lead readers to other 
books, published by the smaller 
presses, by the same author. Those 
readers may discover other small- 
press authors they enjoy. And suc¬ 
cess in a small press may lead to 
the mainstream.” Newman sees 
the movement among presses as 
circular, rather than a move up or 
down. 

I ask Newman the content 
question. She ponders for a mo¬ 
ment, and then asks, “Will les¬ 
bians ‘dyke down’ or ‘glam up’ 
their books in order to achieve 
mainstream success? Both choices 
are the result of our not being true 
to ourselves.” 

Newman was approached by 
Ballantine to edit an anthology of 
lesbian love poetry. She was dis¬

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Four Authors Win Honors

T he Ferro-Grumley Awards 
were handed out in New 
York last month in a high¬ 
ly un-publicized event that 
nevertheless drew some top au¬ 
thors and editors. The awards 
were created in memory of au¬ 
thors (and lovers) Robert Ferro 
and Michael Grumley. 

Annually, a panel selects a gay 
and a lesbian author for his and 
her novel of quality that came out 
during the previous year. The be- 
stowees receive a check and ego 
reinforcement. In 1989, Dennis 
Cooper and Ruthann Robson won. 
Last year Jeanette Winterson and 
John Berendt cashed in. For 1995, 
Heather Lewis {House Rules ) and 
Mark Merlis ( American Studies ) 
were deemed the champions of 
queer prose. They were popular 
choices. 

Stephen Greco, who helped ad¬ 
minister these laurels, noted that 
the selection committee “had a lot 
of problems this year that the 
Emmy Awards didn’t. We had a lot 
of choices.” 

The striking Lewis, attired in a 
tasteful men’s suit, with her rich 
brown tresses reaching past shoul¬ 
der length, smiled as she accepted 
her $1,000 honor. “My landlord 
will be really glad I got this.” Mark 
Merlis followed her with “Every¬ 
one swore I didn’t have to make a 
speech, so I don’t have one.” 

The presenter of the Robert 
Chesley 1995 Gay and Lesbian 
PI ay writing Award wondered 
aloud, perhaps inappropriately, 
“Maybe theater has outlived its

mayed when poets whose work 
she admired submitted poetry that 
was decidedly asexual. The writ¬ 
ers told her they assumed they 
couldn’t get into a Ballantine book 
without toning down the lesbian 
content. Newman was appalled at 
the self-censorship. When her an¬ 
thology, My Lover is a Woman: 
Contemporary Lesbian Love 
Poems, appears in the spring, it 
will contain the hottest lesbian po¬ 
etry she could find. Here, at least, 
is an author whose mainstream 
successes have given her the clout 
to resist dyking down. 

Maintaining integrity 

“Leslea Newman is great be¬ 
cause she takes us all with her,” 
says Beth Dingman of New Victo¬ 
ria Press. Dingman sees Newman 
as a writer whose commitment to 
lesbian politics remains strong re¬ 
gardless of where she publishes, 
but she worries that not all authors 
can maintain their integrity when 
lured by the mainstream: “I think 
lesbian writers should think about 
the politics of their decision [to 
leave a lesbian press] because the 
loss of a big seller can severely 
damage a small press.” Dingman 
sees the small presses as part of a 
larger community. “We are look¬ 
ing for everybody to participate in 
the process: readers, writers, edi¬ 
tors, publishers.” 

Dingman worries about the 
content question as well. “Every¬ 
thing is getting bigger; when there 
are more conglomerates, we lose 
voices. If we lose the independent 
presses, everyone will be reading 
the same book, and it won’t have 
any lesbians in it.” 

Sarah Dreher’s novels, all pub¬ 
lished by New Victoria, always 
have lesbians in them. She says, “I 
feel a real loyalty to New Victoria 
- they took a risk with me. In a 
way, we’ve grown up together.” 
She understands that money is a 
big issue, “but my fantasy about 



usefulness,” before noting that the 
winner was Victor Lodato, for 
House of Tricks. Mr. Lodato was 
in South America, so a friend ac¬ 
cepted. 


The major prize of the night 
was the Bill Whitehead Award for 
Lifetime Achievement in Lesbian 
and Gay Literature. Mr. White- 
head had been one of the first edi-

mainstream publishing is that you 
get the money and they make you 
give up your soul.” 

Dreher hopes that lesbian writ¬ 
ers won’t abandon lesbian presses. 
“We need each other so we can all 
survive,” she argues. “But,” 
Dreher says firmly, “there can’t be 
a rule about this. Every woman 
has the right and the obligation to 
make her own decision.” 

Obligation not 
as strong today 

I speak in person with local 
writer Katherine V. Forrest. After 
more than ten years as a writer and 
editor, Forrest left Naiad to sign a 
two-book deal with Putnam. I ask 
her if lesbian writers have an 
obligation to lesbian presses. “Not 
today,” she responds forthrightly. 
“I think we have no more of a duty 
than a mainstream writer does. I 
look at the move of lesbian writers 
to the mainstream as evidence that 
our dreams have come true. After 
all, lesbian and gay presses came 
into existence because no one else 
would touch our work.” 

Forrest lauds “the pioneering 
women who created the small 
presses and perceived what the 
mainstream never saw - that there 
is a gay and lesbian audience. We 
are a significant, literate, affluent 
audience.” 

Forrest continues, “Main¬ 
stream presses will be measuring 
the viability of that audience. Will 
the advances on royalties be 
earned back? In a way, the main¬ 
stream presses are exhibiting an 
act of faith in both lesbian and gay 
writers and readers.” 

But what if we are the flavor of 
the month? “I don’t worry about 
that because there will always be a 
place for the small presses, for 
niche publishing.” Forrest argues 
that “we won’t disappear because 
we’re out of the closet and we’re 
not going back.” Forrest is encour¬ 
aged by the mainstream’s interest 
in lesbian and gay writers. She 
sees this interest not as validation, 
but as “our reward for being visi¬ 
ble.” 


As you can see, there is no 
final word on the questions I 
raised at the beginning of this 
piece. The intelligent and talented 
women with whom I spoke had 
many thoughts, but no definitive 
answers. Perhaps, given the aston¬ 
ishing variety in the lesbian com¬ 
munities, that is as it should be. 
Let me close then, not with the so¬ 
lution to my conundrum, but with 
some Talmudic wisdom: 

“If not I for myself, who will 
be for me? 

But if I am for myself alone, 
what am I? 

And if not now, when?” T

alk about doing time: 

8 Women’s Prison Christ¬ 
mas, the Artfull Circle 
Theatre’s second tuneful, 
Yuletide offering (the other is the 
entertaining Christmas With the 
Crawfords ), is 75 minutes of ab¬ 
solute incarceration at the New 
Conservatory Theatre. With Kiss 
of the Spider Woman also on the 
local boards, this makes it two too 
many prison musicals in town. 

What should be a droll, campy 
send-up of women’s prison B- 
movies serves up only intermittent 
laughter and intriguing songs that 
seem terribly out of place. The 
biggest problem is the book by F. 
Allen Sawyer, who also directs, 
and Mark Sargent, also the 
evening’s composer. 


Their story takes place in a 
women’s prison on Christmas Eve 
where Amelia, the overbearing 
warden, has canceled Christmas, 
much to the dismay of the six in¬ 
mates, the newest of which is 
Marie, a woman who stuck by her 
husband even while he robbed a 
gas station. The other inmates in¬ 
clude Kitty, the queen bee of the 
cellblock; Dot, her gal Friday; 
Polly, a nutcase who is only capa¬ 
ble of spewing lines of dialogue 
from old movies; and Brenda, the 
platinum-blonde tramp with the 
requisite heart of gold. Aside from 
the warden, there’s Edna - Eddie - 
the gal-loving matron, and the 
kind-hearted male prison doctor. 

It’s a pretty uninteresting 
bunch, and the plot Sawyer and 
Sargent involve them in is just as 
uninteresting. The most exciting 


thing that happens is a riot during 
which Marie has her immaculate¬ 
ly conceived baby. 

Book doesn’t 
support score 

The book doesn’t have nearly 
the comedy or the creativity to 
support the musical score, which 
is a shame because Sargent’s eight 
original songs are quite good. 
With their bluesy, ’50s rock ’n’ 
roll-like flair, the songs provide 
the only moments when the show 
springs to life. 

From Marie’s twangy solo, 
“Solitary Baby,” to the ensemble’s 
“Jailhouse Rock”-like “There Ain’t 
No Christmas in a Women’s 
Prison,” Sargent’s ear-pleasing 
tunes and just-right lyrics actually 
let the actresses display their talent.

Joni Morris Re-Creates Late Singer's Act 


Homage to Patsy

atsy Cline’s lush country 
, , , and western sound is a 
staple of queerdom’s psy¬ 
chic jukebox, particularly 
since the release of the film Desert 
Hearts. And why not? Patsy Cline 
was a fabulous singer who sang 
about lost love, had a rocky mar¬ 
riage and died in a plane crash at a 
tragically young age. She’s a per¬ 
fect nominee for queer iconhood. 

Which is why Joni Morris’s 
show A Portrait of Patsy Cline 
had the potential for being greatly 
entertaining. Impersonation of 
this sort combines skills at mimic¬ 
ry, genuine talent and a fan’s 
homage. But it truly breaks 


Patsy, in a country mood.

through when the audience for¬ 
gets the performer isn’t the “real” 
star. Unfortunately, Morris only 
lets her Patsy Cline out in bits and 
pieces. She never totally gives 
herself over to being as much like 
Cline as she is capable. A Portrait 
of Patsy Cline falls too close to 
the Beatlemania end of the spec¬ 
trum to be an exceptional theatri¬ 
cal experience. 

Not that Morris doesn’t have a 
fine voice. She captures Cline’s 
style, from the catches, dips and 
sighs on “Crazy” and “Why Can’t 
He Be You,” to the rollicking 
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growls of “Walking After Mid¬ 
night.” The show includes almost 
every hit Cline recorded, including 
a great version of “Bill Bailey” and 
a quite moving rendition of the 
gospel “Closer Walk With Thee.” 

Morris has great stage presence 
and involves her audience, but her 
between-song patter shatters the il¬ 
lusion of Cline that she creates 
while singing. It’s a little odd to 
witness someone perform a quite 
believable rendition of Patsy Cline 
and then talk about her in the third 
person. It’s even more so when

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Relaxed Westenhoefer Lets the Humor Rip 


Hanging With a Funny Friend

S pending an evening at a 
Suzanne Westenhoefer 
show is like having one of 
your funniest friends over 
to hang out and have a few drinks 
in your living room. Granted, 
most living rooms aren’t the Great 
American Music Hall, but that 
only allowed Westenhoefer to per¬ 
form for a larger audience. 

And an extremely appreciative 
audience it was. It must be a relief 
for Westenhoefer, a talented comic 
who has had her own HBO special 
and has performed on Comic Re¬ 
lief, to do a show (Dec. 1) in front 
of a sold-out, mostly dyke house. 
Since the jokes didn’t have to be 
explained, she was able to relax 
and really let the humor rip. It 
made for an excellent evening. 

Westenhoefer - looking fabu¬ 
lous with her trademark blonde 
mane and wearing a green-velvet 
pantsuit - did a nonstop hour of 
queer-centric comedy. Her materi¬ 
al ranged from several bits about 
her girlfriend, with whom she 
lives in Ohio (“Surprise! A dyke 
who moved for love! What a 
shock, right? No one here has ever 
done that”) to political bits about 
the O.J. Simpson trial: “A racist 
thing, everyone keeps saying. A 
black-white thing. Right. I say let 
’em. They can keep going after 
each other and leave the homos 
alone! Ha, ha! While they’re not 
paying attention, we’ll run for 
school board!” 

She also skewers groups like 
the 700 Club: “Call their 800 
number! Try to make their cus-

tomer-service people’s heads ex¬ 
plode by just talking about your 
life, and it costs them money!” 

Family fodder 

Westenhoefer takes personal 
information and reels off routines 
that are thoughtful, hilarious and 
occasionally bittersweet. She does 
entire stretches of jokes about her 
family, including her born-again, 


Pentecostal sister: 

“Hanging out with the very re¬ 
ligious is weird. My sister sort of 
has religious Tourette’s Syn¬ 
drome. She’ll be talking and occa¬ 
sionally this stuff just slips out. ‘I 
saw someone you went to school 
with, and she’s working at the 
bank - You’re going to burn in 
hell! - and she said to say hello.’ ” 

The bits of physical comedy 


Westenhoefer included were great, 
particularly the ones about how 
she and her girlfriend divide the 
household jobs. Her description of 
mowing the lawn (usually her girl¬ 
friend’s chore) and not realizing 
that the mower cuts grass going 
backward as well as forward was 
simply perfect. 

The evening’s only weak point 
came when Westenhoefer began 
doing bits based on name-drop¬ 
ping, though she survived even 
that with a very funny one about 


Martina Navratilova: “She invited 
me to go out with her and Billy 
Jean. What did I say? Right. That 
wasn’t the hard part. The hard part 
was calling my girlfriend and 
telling her I wasn’t going to be 
home that night.” 

Westenhoefer emphasized 
coming out throughout her show. 
The ability to make the painful and 
important parts of life seem funny, 
too, is one of comedy’s great pow¬ 
ers. Westenhoefer’s routines ac¬ 
complish this, and more. T

Kate Simonton as Marie has an 
almost Garland-esque voice that 
she puts to good use, especially in 
her sweet, if out-of-place, lullaby 
to the baby she conceived in a sin¬ 
gle day called “Merry Christmas, 
My New Love.” Marilynn Fowler 
as the warden gets to show off in a 
saucy samba number called 
“There’s Nothing About Christ¬ 
mas,” and the always reliable 
Molly Goode as kooky Polly gets 
to show off her comic chops in 
“Christmas In Sheboygen.” 

The songs are nicely arranged 
by Sargent, musically staged by 
John Karr and choreographed by 
Fowler and Robert Moses. It’s just 
too bad the vehicle for which the 
songs were written is so creaky. 
Numerous prison movie refer¬ 


ences - most notably to The 
Shawshank Redemption - fall flat, 
and not once does the show hit a 
comic stride. 

There is also a significant lack 
of tone to the whole proceedings. 
Is it silly? Is it campy? Is it shtick? 
If you have to keep asking, then 
there’s something definitely not 
working. 

Finally, there seems to be no 
good reason, other than for mar¬ 
keting reasons, that this show had 
to be set at Christmas. Only the 
songs capitalize on the seasonal 
motif, a fact that just makes them 
seem more out of place. Women’s 
Prison Christmas is a silent night, 
boring night in the big house. ▼

Morris has the audience applaud to 
invoke the spirit of Cline - a la Tin¬ 
ker Bell - so that she can sing along 
to one of the star’s recordings. 

Decent but not Patsy 

Unfortunately, this is also the 
moment that most clearly demon¬ 
strates the difference between 
Cline, the authentic, raw and ex¬ 
tremely talented performer, and 
Morris, who is a decent performer 
but not Patsy Cline. 

A Portrait of Patsy Cline start¬ 
ed out as dinner theater and prob¬ 
ably works better as that. Morris 
walks through the audience at sev¬ 
eral points and flirts with (male) 
members of the crowd, though 
this is awkward because she has to 
climb down from the stage. That 
sort of business works much bet¬ 
ter in a venue where the audience 
is nearer to the performer. The 


crowd - mostly people who 
looked old enough to have en¬ 
joyed the real Patsy Cline - 
seemed to warm to the show any¬ 
way. They appreciated Morris’s 
costume changes, from fringe 
cowgirl with white Stetson to bro¬ 
cade evening gown. 

Morris’s back-up band After 
Midnight is musically strong, 
though they seemed a little embar¬ 
rassed by the show’s campier ele¬ 
ments. One of the evening’s minor 
highlights was their rendition of 
“All My Exes Live in Texas.” A bit 
thin to totally re-create the studio 
feel of Cline’s records, the band 
was additionally hampered by the 
uneven sound at the Alcazar, 
which included feedback that also 
challenged Morris’s booming 
voice. T

25 Years of

t’s amazing how time flies. 
Way back in the ’70s, the ros- 
ter of bike and fraternal clubs 
SI in San Francisco was almost 
double what it is now. It’s also 
amazing that not too many people 
are aware of The Forum of San 
Francisco, except for most bike 
club members. How else do you 
think the bike club beer busts, 
overnight runs, special shows, an¬ 
niversaries and weekend runs get 
on the mostly SoMa agenda with¬ 
out a coordinating agency to see 
that these events don’t conflict 
with each other? 

In the early ’70s, the world of 
computers was practically non-ex¬ 
istent; there were always conflicts 
about this club or that club having 
a function on the same night as an¬ 
other club. In addition, there were 
bike club events going on at the 
same time as other non-bike club 
groups were partying or fundrais¬ 
ing in our burgeoning gay/lesbian 
community. 

Enter Doug DeYoung, a pio¬ 
neer in the computer industry who 
just happened tq be a member of 
the Warlocks Motorcycle Club 
(the only club that absolutely de¬ 
manded you own a motorcycle to 
qualify for club membership). 
DeYoung managed to gather all 
the road captains together for a 
meeting in the back room of the 
then 527 Club (later Chez Mollet) 
and presented a plan for a calendar 
of events, so the different groups’ 
happenings could be scheduled 
accordingly. The Forum of San 
Francisco was bom, and except 
for a few isolated cases, there has 
never been a conflict among the 
fraternal organizations’ soirees. 

Last Sunday, Dec. 3, The 
Forum combined their 25 th an¬ 
niversary with their annual Christ¬ 
mas party at one of the city’s 
newest hostelries, the Andora Inn

Pierce: No. I never kept anyone. 
They had to work or they got the 
heave-ho. 

Charles: I meant simply maintain¬ 
ing a relationship. 

Pierce: Ahhhhh, that glorious time 
when the stranger across the 
crowded room smiles at you and 
you feel as if you had been hit 
with lightning. What a jolt! (Sud¬ 
denly turns into Bette Davis). The 
first night together. The first night 
on the town together. A cozy 
restaurant with candlelight and 
wine. Holding hands under the 
table. Of course, that makes eating 
and drinking a little difficult, but 
who cares? You’re in love. Then 
you’re promising him trips to Lon¬ 
don on the Concorde. Off on the 
Orient Express to Venice, Rome, 
Cairo. They either hang on think¬ 
ing you are serious or they know 
you are not, so you end up brush¬ 
ing your teeth alone. If they do 
hang in there and keep calling 
then suddenly you are plunged 
into depression and the worry of 
how to get rid of them. 

Charles: Do you like women ? 

Pierce: Of course I like women. I 
have a very pleasant relationship 
with Bea Arthur. We have more 
laughs than are allotted to most 
people. I have women friends in 
every city I have played. I write to 
them all the time. 

Charles: Do you have any re¬ 
grets? 

Pierce: What do you want me to 
say? I regret never having won an 
Academy Award. I regret never 
having been on a Broadway the¬ 
ater stage. I regret never having 
sailed down the Nile or made love 
in a sand dune on Fire Island. 
Never having found “just the right 
person”? Look. In a way I have 
done all of those things. That is, in 
the realm of my world. I have won 
many awards for my perfor¬ 
mances and shows I’ve been in.

I came and went as 
Mistress of Ceremonies, at one 
point rising from the orchestra pit 
playing a pipe organ as Norma 
Desmond! If that show hit Broad¬ 
way theaters today, we would have 
a run of two or three years. We 
were way ahead of our time. Even 
Anita Loos, who wrote “Gentle¬ 
men Prefer Blondes” and a lot of 
films, came on as “The Mystery 
Lady.” It was a camp! 

Charles: What precisely is a 
‘male actress’? 

Pierce: That was a description I 
used for myself when I was in a 
play (here) in San Francisco. I 
played Helen in a two-act play. 
Geese. I was the mother of a gay 
boy in one act, and the other was all 
about lesbians in the deep South. It 
was 1969 and there was nudity for 
days! Shocking for its time. I didn’t 
use the Male Actress billing for too 
long as other (he stresses the word) 
impersonators decided they would 
rather be male actresses, so they 
stole it from me. Then it lost its 
class and value to me. 

Charles: Would you care to men¬ 
tion just who were the ones who 
“borrowed ” the term? 

Pierce: I would not. Most of them 
are doing drag shows (he points 
upward) in that big gay bar in the 
sky. 

Charles: So you think there is life 
after drag - up there?

Oh, it 
would be wonderful to meet up 
with everyone we’ve known in 
some idyllic setting. I certainly do 
not think the human body devel¬ 
oped by itself. But that’s another 
interview, isn’t it? 

Charles: Plain and simple: You 
have retired. 

Pierce: (Raises his hand.) Stop! I 
have abdicated. 

Charles: Hmm, cute. 

Pierce: You’re catching on. That’s 
what Norma Desmond said to Bill 
Holden in Sunset Boulevard. Just 
like that, too. 

Charles: So, you did not retire, 
you abdicated. In other words, 
you are leaving the dresses, high 
heels, the wigs and makeup to 
those following in your wake?

Charles: Your age, PLEEEEZE! 

Pierce: My Transylvanian fan club 
would be too upset. Let’s just say 
I have led a long and fruitful life. I 
have been blessed in knowing 
some wonderful, fun people. My 
work in nightclubs was not work. 
It was party time. When I first 
started in ’54 I couldn’t believe I 
was being paid to have such a 
good time. That $75 a week shot 
up to $250 for my next engage¬ 
ment, and I still felt I was taking 
money I did not deserve. I was re¬ 
ally lucky to have been brought up 
in the ’30s.

Gay Tourism

ber, noting that Out & About isn’t 
a gay travel magazine per se. “We 
really think of ourselves as a 
mainstream travel publication 
with a gay perspective.” 

But perhaps Out & About is 
closer to a gay travel version of 
Consumer Reports. Launched in 
1992, Out & About accepts no ad¬ 
vertising, and is entirely supported 
by its 8,000 subscribers. 

“We felt that the gay travel in¬ 
formation available to women and 
men traveling prior to our incep¬ 
tion was very much advertiser-dri¬ 
ven - not only advertiser biased, 
but it also tended to cover destina¬ 
tions that had gay travel advertis¬ 
ers as a way to lure those travel 
advertisers,” says Kolber. “We felt 
that the only way to cover gay 
travel objectively was to start a 
publication that didn’t accept ad¬ 
vertisers.” 

Not about gay bars 

Wayne Whiston, editor of Our 
World , has heard this complaint 
for years, but he still doesn’t buy 
it. His publication is advertiser- 
supported, and he doesn’t think 
this compromises the magazine’s 
integrity. 

“I think it’s a red herring,” says 
Whiston, noting that he has cov¬ 
ered venues that have never adver¬ 
tised, and vice versa. “People say 
since you have advertisers, you 
can’t be objective, but I think 
that’s nonsense.” 

Whiston, like Kolber, includes 
non-gay establishments in his 
magazine. With a circulation of 
28,000, Florida-based Our World 
is now one of the largest - and 
toniest - gay travel publications 
on the market. 

“We sort of wanted to be like 
Conde Nast ,” says Whiston, who 
has tried to redefine gay travel in a 
more classy and less sexual way at 
Our World, where he’s been editor 
for eight years. “We didn’t want to 
be geared toward sex trips where 
everybody travels just to meet 
somebody. Gay travel has changed 
so much, and the bulk of gay trav¬ 
elers are couples. A lot of people 
who travel now are not looking for 
gay bars.” 

But clearly, a large number of 
travelers are still looking for gay 
bars and taking “sex trips.” For 
those readers, Boston-based The 
Guide stands out as the least main¬ 
stream of the travel publications. 

“For travel information, we try 
to cover the explicitly gay angle of 
cities, and it’s surprising to me 
that sometimes so-called gay trav¬ 
el information spends a lot of time 
covering information you could 
get from the Michelin Guide or 
Fodor’s ,” says Guide editor 
French Wall. “We don’t do that. 
We want you to know where the 
sauna is in town and where the 
cruisy area would be and where 
the guesthouses are that are 
specifically geared toward gay 
travelers. All that other informa¬ 
tion is available elsewhere.” 

Gay and sexual 
liberation 

Sex is central to The Guide and 
its travel information. In fact, as 
Wall describes. The Guide isn’t 
just a travel magazine, as evi¬ 
denced by its non-travel-related 
articles and columns. 

“It’s a gay and sexual libera¬ 
tion publication, and we use travel 
to increase our distribution and 
revenue to support the editorial 
message,” says Wall, and with a 
circulation of 31,000, this tactic 
seems to be working. Each month¬ 
ly issue includes news on enter¬ 
tainment, politics and sex in addi¬ 
tion to a handful of travel features 
and nearly two dozen maps of gay 
venues in cities around the world. 
While it lacks the comprehensive¬ 
ness of Spartacus and the journal¬ 
istic objectivity of its competitors. 
The Guide is up front with its bi¬ 
ases and blunt with its travel ad¬ 


vice. Plus, its listings are extensive 
enough to at least get travelers 
started in a new city. 

If Kolber and Whiston disagree 
about the impact of advertising on 
credible reporting. Wall actively 
embraces the advertiser bias in 
The Guide. 

“We’re overtly trying to pro¬ 
mote advertisers,” Wall says. 
“When we do travel articles and 
features, we try to make sure the 
information is all accurate and 
useful to readers and in no way 
misleading, but our goal if we do 
feature a city is to promote it as 
well as the people advertising.” 

The Guide not only accepts ads 
from guesthouses and bars, but 
also from bathhouses and phone 
sex lines, which Our World explic¬ 
itly refuses to do. The Guide, 
which began in 1980 as a men’s 
bar rag, doesn’t court a large les¬ 
bian audience; the other maga¬ 
zines, however, aim to serve both 
gay men and lesbians. While even 
a few years ago this would have 
meant covering two distinct sets of 
travel itineraries, today the gay 
and lesbian travel markets overlap 
as much as they diverge, notes 
Whiston. Key West and Province- 
town have long been known as gay 
male resorts, for example, but they 
are becoming increasingly popular 
travel destinations for lesbians as 
well. 


Women-only venues 

Out & About also covers les¬ 
bian spots, including women-only 
and mixed venues where lesbians 
are welcome. “Because we write 
about places where gay people 
feel comfortable, there is a large 
overlap between men and 
women,” says Kolber, adding that 
his subscriber base is 20 percent 
women. 

Whether the trends in gay trav¬ 
el really are toward couples and 
not singles, mixed venues instead 
of exclusive ones, and museums 
instead of saunas, one trend is evi¬ 
dent just from looking at the mag¬ 
azines’ featured trips (the Azores, 
Quebec, Sydney): gay travel is get¬ 
ting expensive. No longer limited 
to run-down cabins by the dunes in 
Provincetown, gay travel now runs 
to five-star hotels in chic locales. 

“Things have certainly gotten 
more upscale. There’s no doubt 
about it,” says Whiston, who has 
seen significant changes since his 
magazine’s inception. Not only 
are the trips more luxurious, he 
says, but more people are now 
looking for “exotic adventure hol¬ 
idays” in places like Nepal, which 
were a rarity ten years ago. Just in 
the last decade, gay travel has 
grown from a limited enterprise 
into a major international industry. 
As Whiston declares, “It’s a whole 
new ball of wax, really.” T

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A Myth 

Baby Be-Bop by Francesca Lia 
Block; HarperCollins, $13.95

A ward-winning young- 
adult novelist Francesca 
Lia Block takes risks. In a 
field choking with cliches, 
poor writing and reactionary tradi¬ 
tionalism, Block pushes the 
boundaries of her genre by writ¬ 
ing, in a unique, empathetic voice, 
about contemporary teens 
wrestling with difficult issues. 
Characters in her previous books 
have faced pregnancy, death and 
ostracism. Baby Be-Bop, Block’s 
fifth installment in her series of 
“Weetzie Bat” books, tells one gay 
boy’s coming-of-age story. 

Many gay male teens will rec¬ 
ognize themselves in the central 
character, suburban skater Dirk. 
Dirk knows he must keep his sex¬ 
uality a secret in order to survive, 
even after recognizing that the 
strength required to do so comes 
at an enormous cost. He negotiates 
having to pass at school and with 
girls who have crushes on him. He

and his male best friend fall in 
love, but their inability to express 
their feelings drives them apart. 
Desperate, Dirk turns to the punk 
rock subculture as an outlet for his 
repressed emotions;' fascist skin¬ 
heads bash him. 

Coming to peace 

This assault forces Dirk to ex¬ 
plore his personal history. By ask¬ 
ing questions about his past, won¬ 
dering who his deceased parents 
were and learning their stories, 
Dirk acquires knowledge about 
his origins that enables him to 
make peace with his feelings, 
come out and take his first peek at 
surfer Duck, the love of his life. 
(For the story of Dirk and Duck’s 
romance, read Block’s 1989 novel 
“Weetzie Bat.”) 

On the surface. Baby Be-Bop, 
like Block’s other young-adult 
novels, reads like science fiction. 
Her early-’80s Los Angeles back¬ 
drop is a magical place where 
things are not as they appear. 
Cars, pets and plants, for exam¬ 
ple, take on qualities that alter 
their meaning in fantastic ways. 


Dirk’s cat Kit isn’t merely a pet: 
she’s a divining rod who ferrets 
out pain and heals it. Block’s 
imaginative, sensual descriptions 
- “aloe-vera-green eyes,” “valen¬ 
tine nose” - give commonplace 
objects an enchanting beauty. 
Still, even the most unbelievable 
situations - Dirk conversing with 
the ghosts of his parents or taking 
a magic-carpet ride with a genie - 
ring true. 

Through all of these strange 
twists and turns. Block never al¬ 
lows her story to drift into outer 
space. Dirk is thoroughly human. 
The kernel of his sexuality and his 
being lies in his dreams. Images 
on movie screens and drives with 
the top down on the interstate pro¬ 
voke realizations that nudge him 
toward adulthood. 

Like everyone else, Dirk 
makes mistakes and has regrets, 
gets angry and feels lonely. 
Block’s skillful, poetic combina¬ 
tion of the real, unreal and surre¬ 
al pushes Baby Be-Bop beyond 
fantasy. With Baby Be-Bop, 
Block gives gay kids their first 
myth. T
